How do you go about making 
close-ups in 3-D? Here’s a report 
on the various systems available. 


Many stereo fans seem to be keenly 
interested in exploring the so-called 
“mystery” of ultra close-up stereo. 
This generally includes photographing 
anything closer than thirty inches, and 
usually involves special auxiliary 
close-up lenses and other accessories 
which may or may not be familiar 
items to the average fan. Actually, to 
put you immediately at ease, three- 
dimensional photography up close is 
relatively simple . . . being mostly a 
matter of acquiring, and using proper- 
ly, the accessory equipment that is 
necessary. 

What I would like to do here is to 
evaluate the more common close-up 
techniques. These are systems that I 
have been using myself over the past 
several years. All of them have been 
successful, yet each of them has in- 
dividual short-comings. There is no one 
system available at present that is the 
easy, inexpensive answer to every- 
thing. Very likely, once you know the 
good and “bad” points of each, you'll 
be able to settle upon a compromise 
highly satisfactory for your own par- 
ticular demands. 


Stereo Angle Lenses 


On the market for several years now 
have been the Stereo Angle Lenses de- 
veloped by Dr. Kenneth Tydings. These 
remarkable accessory lenses combine 
regular auxiliary close-up magnifying 
lenses together with built-in prisms 
that “toe in” the line of sight of your 
two stereo camera lenses in much the 
same manner (in result) as happens 
when your own eyes toe in when look- 
ing at close-up objects. They are avail- 
able in stereo sets of Plus 1 to 20 in., 
Plus 2 to 14 in., Plus 3 to 10 in. The sets 
are $6.95 each, or all three for $19.95. 

These Angle Lenses have not re- 
ceived their due amount of credit, un- 
fortunately. Not enough people are 
using them who should be. Personally, 
for their purpose, I think they’re great. 
Two friends of mine, one a dentist and 
one a doctor, have used them for hun- 
dreds of stereo close-ups that they’ve 
taken for case histories of their pa- 
tients during operations. They general- 
ly work within a range of fifteen inches 
or so—with Plus 2 Angle Lenses—and 
their results are consistently good. 
They wouldn’t be without them. 

My own subjects are usually a bit 
more photogenic. The little baby in 
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Photo 1 was photographed with Plus 1 
lenses at 22 in. This closeness does 
much to add to the charm of the orig- 
inal stereo. 

That’s the bright side; now comes 
the “dark”: (1) Close-up stereos taken 
with this system are not very good 
projected because of the severe dis- 
tortion that takes place upon the 
screen, and (2) sometimes they’re even 
hard to view comfortably in a hand 
viewer. As far as projection goes, 
nothing can be done about it. The dis- 
tortion is inherent in the Angle Lens 
system and cannot be eliminated. But 
bad results in a viewer are something 
else again. There it’s a fault in mount- 
ing. The stereo photographers who are 
getting complete and full use out of 
their Angle Lenses are those who go to 
the “trouble” of paying especial atten- 
tion to correct mounting. 





1. Stereo Angle Lenses allow you to 
get closer than the usual “minimum” 
of 214 ft. This was made at 22 inches. 


For best results these ultra close-up 
stereos should be mounted in such a 
manner as to “pull in” the stereo win- 
dow of the mounts as much as possi- 
ble. Certainly it doesn’t make sense to 
mount a 20 in. close-up in a mount that 
has a 214-feet-away window. Follow 
the procedure as explained in my col- 
umn of last October (page 36, Fig. 1 
and text). Also, and this is very im- 
portant, be on the lookout for any 
“rotation” of the two images, left and 
right, one with the other. If the Angle 
Lenses are not put on the camera in 
perfect alignment, the prisms fail to 
match in toe-in direction, causing this 
undesirable image-rotation. The only 
solution is to hand-mount one of the

transparencies to match the other. Ro- 
tate it just enough to correspond and 
then Scotch-tape it in place. If they’re 
not matched properly you’ll know it 
soon enough because people looking at 
the slide will start complaining imme- 
diately about eye-strain. 

Finally, it should be mentioned that 
Dr. Tydings advises that close-up 
stereos taken with his Angle Lenses 
should be put in mounts that have been 
masked 7mm along the sides to make 
the windows narrower than average. 
This also creates the effect of placing 
the stereo window closer to you. For- 
tunately, as just pointed out, you can 
usually by-pass this tedious chore by 
pulling the regular close-up window in 
closer through the “outward” mount- 
ing of the two pieces of film. 


The stereo slide bar 


For those of you who are interested 
in doing some serious close-up photog- 
raphy with your stereo camera, and 
who are not as yet acquainted with 
what a stereo slide bar might be, may 
I suggest that you go to your nearest 
camera dealer who carries books on 
stereo and look them up. My own 
Chapter 10 on “Stereolusions,” in the 
Stereo Realist Manual published by 
Morgan & Lester, might serve as a 
starter. 

The lenses of your stereo camera, 
unlike your eyes, cannot simultaneous- 
ly converge upon a subject that is too 
close unless helped out by prism-lenses 
as mentioned. This means—as you get 
closer and ultra-closer to your subject 
—that you begin “missing” the sub- 
ject more and more. The right lens 
aims too much to the right and the left 
lens tod much to the left (naturally). 
An easy way to correct this is by hav- 
ing your stereo camera mounted on a 
slide bar (merely a metal rack that 
permits your camera to move side- 
ways horizontally, to the left or right) 
and then taking two separate expos- 
ures, one at a time, with the lenses an 
equivalent of fractions of an inch 
apart. You accomplish this by capping 
one of the camera lenses, taking a pic- 
ture, re-cocking the shutter (don’t ad- 
vance the film as yet), moving the cap 
over to the other lens, also moving the 
camera sideways, and finally finishing 
the stereo pair by taking a picture 
with the other lens: a “‘dual’”’ exposure. 

The stereo of the butterfly, Photo 2, 
page 42, was made in just this man- 
ner. The camera-to-flower distance 
was fifteen inches, so I used regular 
Eastman Kodak Plus 2 supplementary 
lenses to bring my subject into focus. 
As a result the between-the-lens dis- 
tance (sliding the camera sideways 
between exposures) was reduced to 
ane inch. This interocular was deter- 
mined by measuring the distance from 
the camera to the foremost portion of 
the subject and dividing this distance 
by fifteen. The result was a beautiful

stereo that is perfect both in a hand- 
viewer and projected upon a screen. 
You've noticed the “trouble,” haven’t 
you? Here’s a system of close-up 
stereo photography that eliminates 
distortion, permitting wonderful pro- 
jected results, but at the expense of 
limiting you to inanimate subjects. 
You must take the left and right ex- 
posures separately, one at a time, 
therefore you can’t take anything that 
would be likely to move. The most you 
can hope to do, along this line, is to put

some “artificial” life into your photo. 
I did this quite convincingly in my 
original stereo here through the use of 
a dead butterfly. The butterfly was 
previously soaked in a jar of denatured 
alcohol a few hours, pronounced dead, 
taken out and immediately propped 
up on a block of balsam wood with pins 
and bits of wood holding all parts of 
him in just the position I wanted, then 
left to dry out a day or so. When thor- 
oughly dry he held his position without 
the props and (on the flower) looked 
for all the world like a butterfly who 
had just swooped down and landed 
there a moment before. 

The head of a dragonfly, Photo 3, 
page 92, was made with the use of a 
stereo slide bar. This time the camera- 
to-subject distance was only 3 in. and 
the lens interocular, consequently, was 
only 14 of an inch (that’s 14;th of 3 in). 
Things start getting a bit rough with a 
regular stereo camera when you get 
down too close. You need an accumu- 
lation of auxiliary lenses that add up 
to about Plus 20 (or thereabouts) 
when you’re only a few inches away 
from your subject. Your best bet here 
is to strike up an acquaintance with 
someone with a regular (2-D) 35mm 
camera complete with close-up attach- 
ments and equipment, and use his cam- 
era. Use the 2-D 35mm camera on the 
slide bar as before, taking two com- 
pletely separate exposures on separate 
films . . . between photos, move the

35mm Ektachrome: how 


THE ART of color photography has gotten a shot in the 
arm. The Eastman Kodak Co. applied the needle; the 
stimulant, 35mm Kodak Ektachrome Film, the first true 
high speed reversal-type color film for general use. 

Now despite the fact that we have lapsed into meta- 
phor, please don’t get the idea that we think color pho- 
tography was unconscious or ailing until this new film 
came along. On the contrary, it is an ever growing, 
important part of picture taking. And we have seen a 
bushel of slides made with plain old Kodachrome which 
were magnificent in conception and execution. 

Yet, with one great technical advance—high speed— 
Kodak has put the man with the £/3.5 lens up where the 
fellow with {/2 was yesterday; and the fellow who can 
command f/2 has had opened to him wide new fields 
for picture taking of which he could have only dreamed 
before. In a word, color photography has been made 
easier—both for good pictures and for bad ones. 

On the basis of experience with 15 rolls of 35mm 
Ektachrome, both Daylight Type and Type F, Mopern’s 
editors have arrived at some conclusions which you may 
find helpful. 

This is a fine film. Some people may not like some 
things about it and may prefer to stick to Kodachrome. 
However, if you learn what this new film can do best 
and use it for those things, and if you use Koda- 


to use it for best results 


chrome for the things it does best, then you'll be getting 
the best from both. Below, Lloyd Varden compares the 
two films technically—we'll stick to a comparison of uses. 

Obviously, Daylight Type Ektachrome’s first advan- 
tage is speed, and any place where that is a vital factor 
it’s a logical choice over Kodachrome. It lives up to its 
advertised exposure index of 32 ASA (if you use a 
Weston meter, set it at 24 for good results). Ektachrome, 
Daylight Type, is three times as fast as Kodachrome, 
Daylight Type. This advantage exists in daylight, or 
when used with electronic flash, or blue flashbulbs. For 
any of those light sources count on closing your lens an 
extra 114 full stops (more depth of field), or using a 3X 
faster shutter speed (for action), or a combination of 
some of both. Just imagine—you can shoot at 1/500 
second and f/3.5 in bright sunlight! 

How do the colors compare? We found that Ekta- 
chrome appeared to give “warmer” results throughout 
(particularly in late afternoon) than those we are accus- 
tomed to getting with Kodachrome. This might change 
from one batch of film to the next. In snow scenes, for 
example, Kodachrome showed a crisp white, sometimes 
blue tinged by a sky reflection. Under similar conditions 
Ektachrome’s whites were not as brilliant, seemed to 
have the faintest tinge of brown. The snow just didn’t 
look cold! However, under (Continued on page 98) 


35mm Ektachrome: an expert’s technical analysis 


THE UNOFFICIAL STANDARD for use in expressing the 
quality of a new color film, with respect to speed, ex- 
posure latitude, scale of gradation, graininess, ability to 
record fine detail, and color reproduction character- 
istics, is the elder of the modern-type color films— 
Kodachrome. The question naturally arises, then, “How 
does the new 35mm Ektachrome stack up against Koda- 
chrome on some of these technical points?” 

First, let’s discuss the quality uppermost in most 
photographers’ minds: speed. Careful tests show that 
35mm Ektachrome, Daylight Type, is fully three times 
as fast as Kodachrome, Daylight Type. When exposed 
by flash, Ektachrome, Type F, is about twice as fast 
as Kodachrome, Type A. With photofloods, Ekta- 
chrome, Type F, has to be exposed with a Kodak Light 
Balancing Filter No. 82A over the lens, which reduces 
its speed to the point where it is just the same as the 
speed of Kodachrome, Type A. 

In the past color films generally have been too slow 
in speed to give photographers the wide flexibility they 
enjoy in black-and-white work. They have resorted to 
every trick in the business to stretch color film speed 
to a maximum with those color films which the con- 
sumer can process. Since these films are processed by the 
reversal proeedure, extended (Continued on page 102)

Polaroid cameras: a new look 


Novelty becomes a marvel, startling new facts—by John Wolbarst 


WITHIN ONE MINUTE after taking a picture with a Polaroid 
Land camera it will deliver to you a dry, finished, excel- 
lent print of your subject. No other camera can do this. 

Since 1947, when the camera first appeared, some 
500,000 people who have witnessed this incredible feat 
have been moved to shell out an average of $120 each 
so they, too, could own the camera and make it per- 
form for them in like manner. We do not know whether 
or not all these people were happy with their Polaroid 
cameras, nor if they still enjoy, use, or even own them. 
That does not matter here. Yesterday is behind. This is 
about the Polaroid camera today—and tomorrow. 

Although this article is not intended as an instruc- 
tion manual for the Polaroid camera, you may be inter- 
ested to learn something about what makes it tick. 

The Polaroid Land system of photography is based 
on a phenomenon called diffusion-transfer reversal. Dr. 
Edwin H. Land of the Polaroid Corp. was the first to 
harness it successfully for general photography. He did 
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this by designing (1) a film in which a negative material, 
a print paper and all necessary chemicals are self con- 
tained, and (2) a camera incorporating a mechanism to 
start the developing process when desired and provide a 
light-tight place for it to proceed to completion. The 
mechanics of this setup are shown opposite. 

Attached to a strong paper leader are a roll of light 
sensitive negative material and a bulkier roll of positive 
paper which is not light sensitive (photo 1). Crossing 
the strip of positive paper at intervals (one for each 
print) are metal foil pods filled with a jelly-like develop- 
ing compound. The film path is such that when the film 
is advanced (after an exposure) the negative and posi- 
tive strips are forced between two closely spaced heavy 
steel rollers (arrows, photos 1 and 2). The rollers crush 
and rupture the transverse pods, spreading a thin (about 
.0003 in.) layer of developer evenly between the negative 
and positive materials, which must remain in firm con- 
tact with the layer of developer throughout the process. 





As the negative image forms, the developer dissolves 
some of the unexposed silver halide crystals (this is the 
silver halide which is ordinarily fixed out of a conven- 
tional film) and transfers them through the jelly layer 
to the positive paper. There they react with certain 
materials which are coated on the positive paper and a 
microscopically thin positive image forms. 

After a suitable interval (about a minute) you open 
the back door of the camera and separate the print from 
the rest of the positive paper strip (a predeckled edge 
makes it easy to rip out). All the jelly clings to the 
negative—the print is clean and dry. Ordinarily the 
negative gets light-struck during removal of the print 
and is worthless, so it is discarded. 

This brief sketch hardly does justice to the Land 
process, but it should be obvious to anyone that this is 
an authentic miracle of physical chemistry. 

Ease of operation was foremost in Dr. Land’s mind 
when the camera was designed. So, we have the shutter, 
a device of monumental simplicity, but accurate and de- 
pendable. No f/numbers or fractional seconds here— 
just a little window in which numbers from 1 to 8 (2 to 
9 on the Highlander) appear as you turn a small wheel. 
Each number represents a specific exposure ranging from 
(1)—£/8.8, at 1/12 sec., to (8)—f/35 at 1/100 sec. 
(maximum shutter speed ) . There is one full stop exposure 
difference from one number to the next. In place of an 
iris diaphragm to set lens apertures, there are holes of 
various sizes in a rotatable metal disc (Waterhouse 
stops), and the lens and shutter speed settings are 
coupled. However, any type of shutter and lens system 
could be incorporated in the Polaroid Land system. 


Inside the Polaroid Land ca

ALTHOUGH the Polaroid Land camera is one of the world’s 
easiest to operate, it has always been difficult to make 
top-quality pictures with it. True, the camera holds an 
honored place in business, industry, and science, due to 
its ability to produce quick, accurate record pictures, 
even for the unskilled. True, it is a delight at parties and 
family gatherings, is a wonderful device for making 
friends, and practically anyone can quickly learn how 
to produce an acceptable snapshot with it. 

It is also true that the definition in the pictures has 
been mediocre and that it was difficult to get good repro- 
duction on a printed page from a Polaroid picture. The 
film was orthochromatic (insensitive to red) and did 
nothing for the skin tones of women; gradation and 
contrast left much to be desired. Enlargements could 
be made only by copying the original, and the results 
were anything but spectacular. All of these factors kept 
most serious photographers away, and in their eyes 
held the Polaroid camera at the level of an extremely 
useful novelty. 

That is all about to be changed! Within a very short 
time the Polaroid Corp. will market new panchromatic 
high speed films of greatly improved quality. These films 
will be for general amateur use and will have the negative 
material coated on a paper base, similar to the present 
film. One will have a daylight exposure index of ASA 
200, the other ASA 400. Also in the near future, the 
Polaroid Corp. will market the most extraordinary film 
we have ever seen—Polaroid Land Professional Pan. It 
is fast (ASA 200). In 45 seconds it produces prints 
(2% x 3%4 in.) which can hold their own against any 
for gradation, definition, contrast, general quality. The 
negative emulsion is coated on an acetate film base. 
Without any assistance from the Polaroid Corp. we have 
worked out a simple means of saving the negative and 
from it have made superb enlargements (see page 49). 

Let no one be in doubt about this—Polaroid Profes- 
sional Pan film portends the most important changes in 
photography since George Eastman successfully mar- 
keted roll film and the Kodak. But that’s for the future. 
Let’s see what we can do with it right now.

NEW FILM (cont.) Professional Pan prints are ready in 
45 seconds. Avoid overdevelopment, for this will cause 
“gilding,” the formation of a golden mirror image in 
all the dark areas of the print. With a little practice at 
overdeveloping you can learn how to cause this deliber- 
ately, with weird and intriguing results. But for straight 
prints remember—watch the time carefully. Prints must 
be coated with the plastic supplied with the film and 
handled the same as any Polaroid prints; full instructions 
are in the film package. Correct exposure is fairly critical. 
To use the negative, you must first save it (see page 
55 for how to do it). Then you can make duplicate prints 
or enlargements just as with conventional films. These 
negatives have some unique and wonderful character- 
istics. There is no apparent graininess, even with extreme 
enlargement. The film has enormous ability to record 
fine detail. (It was only when we began making big blow- 
ups that we saw proof that the Polaroid Land camera 
lenses are sharp enough for any ordinary photographic 
work.) Professional Pan is not a “soft” or “flat” film; 
it produces rich blacks and good whites. In addition, if 
properly exposed, it refuses to block up in the highlights 
and retains shadow detail to an astonishing degree— 
much more so than some famous conventional films. So, 
harshly lighted, contrasty subjects come out fine in the 
45-second prints, and with the additional flexibility of 
utilizing the negative to make enlargements, there seem 
to be no serious limits to the type of subject matter with 
which this fine, useful, new material can be used. 


















These five simple steps 
will make Professional 
Pan negative permanent 





















































ANYONE can perform successfully the simple steps neces- 
sary to save the negative of a Polaroid Land Professional 
Pan print. You need: a pan of water about 70 F; a tray 
of ordinary fixer (we used FR Fixol); more water to 
wash the negative after fixing. There is one essential 
condition: from the time the exposure is made, until the 
film is in the fixer, light must not reach the negative. 
Remember—total darkness! 

Here’s how we handled the negative which made the 
enlargement reproduced on page 49. After Arthur 
Kramer made the exposure, we advanced the film (start- 
ing the developing process), and carried the camera into 
the darkroom. A few seconds before the time to remove 
the print we snapped off the light, opened the back door 
of the camera, fumbled a bit, removed the print, closed 
the camera door, snapped on the light. 

The print was perfect, and we decided to keep the nega- 
tive. So we doused the light, advanced the film (wast- 
ing a frame) to get the negative out of the camera to 
where we -could cut it off (photo 2). You can avoid 
wasting a frame by taking another picture before advanc- 
ing the film. Then advance the film in the dark, remove the 
new print after 45 seconds, close the camera door, and 
without turning on the light, cut off the original nega- 
tive you wanted to save. Note carefully in photo 2 that 
we closed the cutter bar before cutting. This insures that 
there will be a small end of film to grip when you wish 
to advance the film. ° 

Next we gently separated the paper backing from the 
film. If you pull too fast, the adhesive will spark, and 
this might cause fog streaks (photo 3). 

Then we immersed film and both hands in the water 
pan and gently swabbed off the developing jelly. At this 
point the emulsion is as delicate as a butterfly’s wing. 
Touch it only under water and then gently, but keep at 
it until all residue is washed off. 

Now the fixer. We used fresh Fixol, after 20 seconds 
turned on a safelight to check progress. The film cleared 
in two minutes; an additional two minutes assured com- 
plete fixation. 

We washed the film 20 minutes in running water at 
about 70 F, with a heavy clip anchoring the film to the 
center of the tray to prevent scratches. Finally, 30 sec- 
onds in a Kodak Photo-Flo solution, and the film was 
hung to dry; a clip on the bottom inhibited curling. 

Actually, this procedure takes less time to do than to 
read about. It opens up an entirely new field for ex- 
ploration by serious photographers, and points the way eos x 
towards great new things to come.

A POWERFUL teaching tool for many purposes, the Pola- 
roid Land camera is unsurpassed for instruction in such 
aspects of picture taking as posing, lighting, composi- 
tion, backgrounds, exposure, filters.

There is more to this than just learning the mechanics 
of picture taking. Even advanced photographers can 
profit from the Polaroid camera as they get into more 
creative work. For one thing, the camera imposes a 
discipline in seeing and planning the picture. Skill in 
picture taking becomes more important than darkroom 
correction of picture taking errors. Experiments in pat- 
tern, or lighting for mood, or anything else, are quickly 
begun, completed, and evaluated. The new film we have 
described provides a medium to match anyone’s skill. 
And there is no doubt that even more startling develop- 
ments will be along in the future.

WHICH FILTERS are essential for better black-and-white 
photography? Most people agree that the medium yellow 
filter is the most useful one you can own, with either 
the light red or green as runner up. But before we get 
into that, let’s see why you need a filter at all. 

You’re photographing a scene. And you want colors to 
be reproduced as shades between white and black, with 
the same tone relationships as the original. There is sky, 
there are clouds, there are people. But because all film 
is far more sensitive to blue light than the eye, and be- 
cause film also records ultraviolet rays which the eye 
cannot even see, some areas (clouds, sky, for example) 
come out too light on your print. 

One group per- 
mits you to correct situations where there is color imbal- 
ance. Included are the medium yellow filter for general 
outdoor work, and the light green for normal rendition 
of reddish skin tones.

Sup- 
pose you’re shooting at the beach. Water will, of course, 
be darkened because the filter reduces the blue and 
eliminates the ultraviolet. But as a useful side effect, re- 
flections on skin will be flattened considerably (see shot 


filter belongs—allows you to exaggerate contrast by over- 
correcting for a specific effect. There are, of course, many 
other filters (for a list of these and their functions see the 
annual filter guide on pages 62-65). But medium yellow, 
light green and light red are your basic three. 

One rule holds true for all—they transmit light of 
their own color and partially hold back other colors, in- 
cluding invisible ultraviolet rays. This means your film 
requires increased exposure. First find the filter factor 
for your film-filter-light combination (it’s usually on the 
instruction sheet which comes with your filter). Then in- 
crease your exposure accordingly. A filter factor of 2 
means that you need to double exposure, of 4 quadruple 
it, and so forth. How do you do this? Suppose the factor 
is 2 as it often is with a medium yellow filter. Open up 
one lens stop, or use the next slowest speed. Now 
let’s see just how these three filters work, and for 
which situations they are most suitable.—CcOoRA WRIGHT

Making portraits outdoors? A light green filter is just. 
the one you need to record the right amount of red in 
skin tone, with most panchromatic film. It’s particularly 
good if your subject is a sunburned gentleman, as in the 
pictures at left. Like the medium yellow, the light green 
is a correction filter which restores the balance of tones 
to normal. What happens when you use it to photograph 
a ruddy face? Being green, the filter transmits green 
light. But more important here, it eliminates part of the 
red. And since less red registers on the film, the face 
records somewhat darker than it would if photographed 
without any filter. At the same time, the sky is darkened 
because the green filter absorbs part of the blue and 
ultraviolet light in the scene. 

Theoretically this filter should also lighten green 
objects. That’s because all filters lighten objects of 
their own color and darken colors they partially absorb 
(as red and blue in the picture left, below). When 
you're shooting foliage, however, the difference be- 
tween using and not using a light green filter is often 
so slight that it’s hardly noticeable on the negatives. 
To lighten greenery more, use a darker green filter.

Here’s the filter for greater contrast than you can obtain 
with a medium yellow filter. Yes, the result is exagger- 
ated, and has over corrected tone relationships. But this 
is just what you need to stress contrast between sunlit 
and shadow planes of a building (top right) and darken 
sky. Unless you’re looking for a more spectacular effect 
than this one, stick to the light red filter and make it the 
second or the third of your basic three. 

There’s no need to limit your use of the light red filter 
to sunny days. For what it can do on a bright but sun- 
less day, see the beach pictures at right. The filterless shot 
is dull, and makes the day look too overcast. The shot 
made using the light red filter, on the other hand, is 
crisp—has higher contrast and more dramatic quality. 
Actually this filter’s capacity to absorb green as well as 
more blue than the medium yellow filter darkens the 
water far beyond normal—makes the rollers appear 
whiter. So take it along whenever you go shooting—in 
the country, at the beach, or in town. This filter can add 
beauty to your photographs if it is applied to the right 
type of subject matter. Remember, too, that it should 
be used only with red sensitive, or panchromatic films.

NEW FILTERS for new color films, new names for old fil- 
ters, new filters for existing films—these are the changes 
which have caused a complete revision of the Annual 
Filter Guide. We have enlarged the black-and-white sec- 
tion with information about polarizing filters, but it 
still is mainly devoted to filters for outdoor use. Look 
on page 58 for an informative article in the Photo 
Course series which tells you how to get the best re- 
sults from the most important filters for black-and- 
white films. 

It’s the color film section (next page) which has really 
been turned upside down. Here is the most complete list 
available so far of filters specified for the new 35mm 


Ektachrome film. Harrison & Harrison have brought out 
a completely new line of filters, and have introduced a 
new $#ystem of designating these and their regular line 
of filters. We’ve added polarizing filters here, too. Also 
we have deleted (for space reasons) the listings of some 
firms which distribute only one or two filters. Included 
among these were: Burleigh Brooks, H 1 (similar to 
Skylight) ; Wollensak, Haze and Chrome A; Zeiss, Sky- 
light and Type A. Since color films may change from 
time to time, always look at the instructions slip in the 
film package for the latest data. Some filters require in- 
creased exposure, so be sure to determine this by read- 
ing the filter manufacturer’s directions carefully.—J. w.

When techniques become reflexes, there is “freedom” to shoot 


ON WHAT TERMS, exactly, should pictures be discussed? 
Some people talk only about equipment and technique. 
Yet many picture situations are fleeting. When you must 
stop to think of proper techniques—simply to register an 
image on film—there isn’t enough time to spare for in- 
terpretative ideas. James Lambrakis doesn’t dwell on 
exposure data or developing tricks when discussing 
pictures. But certainly he is the last one to under- 
rate technique. When the “doing” end of photography is 
well learned, the mechanical motions for taking each pic- 
ture become reflexes. Then the photographer is free to 
ask himself, “How shall I interpret this scene?” It hap- 
pens very fast, of course, and after a while, interpretation 
also is almost automatic. The photographer’s remaining 
problem, once the two-step system is established, is to 
choose the split-second when he will trip the shutter. 


Here system departs; here is the crucial and constantly 
exciting aspect of photography. 

Lambrakis believes, however, that meaningful pic- 
tures are made only in an environment which is known 
and understood by the photographer. Even the best pho- 
tographers, magnificent on their own stamping grounds, 
become recording tourists among strangers in foreign 
places. In working the neighborhoods of his city, New 
York, Lambrakis always looks for what he calls the 
“common denominator” rather than the freak or unusual 
situation. He feels he can get above stylization in familiar 
surroundings. “The sum total of environment working 
through the photographer produces good pictures. The 
moment is important, not the photographer.” 

Lambrakis, who intercepts such “moments” as the

SO YOU WANT to win prizes with your pictures of chil- 
dren? Well, you don’t have to search high and low for 
a child who looks like the models you see in advertise- 
ments. Your child, and all children, have photogenic 
moments. Highlighting these in your pictures is one of 
the secrets of walking off with the prizes. Just keep your 
camera handy, and watch your child as he plays, when 
he explores, when he’s in his bath—even at night when 
he’s getting ready to go to bed. But remember that the 
judges will be complete strangers who never saw your 
child before. So the appeal in your shots must be the 
sort which can reach out and touch anyone who ever 
saw children. It must have a universal quality. 

That’s what judges look for, whether you send your pic- 
tures to Better Living’s contest (see page 106 for rules, 
regulations and prizes) or to some other photo contest. 
And there are lots of them throughout the year. 

Now let’s see how it’s done—how you show these 
moments of life and fun with your camera once you see 
them with your eye. To help you in a wide variety of 
picture situations, here are 14 shooting tips.

UNLESS YOU ARE a kangaroo, your pocket won’t hold many 
35mm cameras. The Retina cameras have always been 
wonderful exceptions. Even professional photographers, 
embarrassed always to be seen with a camera on a strap 
over their shoulder, often slip a Retina in a back pocket. 

Now there’s a new Retina. The IIIc model, just a 
shade larger than the Ila, which it supersedes, still fits 
into that pocket. Not only do you have a highly porta- 
ble, compact camera with a fast lens, you now can carry 
a complete camera system. The camera itself houses a 
photoelectric exposure meter specially designed to work 
with the Light Value Scale on the new Retina shutter. 
In addition, the front lens component of the f/2 is 
removable and can be replaced with either telephoto or 
wide-angle components. In addition, there are other 
important improvements and changes. 

The Retina IIIc is distinguished from the Ila by more

than a face lifting with chrome added. From first in- 
spection, you can see that the designer came up with 
some radical alterations, making the camera stronger, 
easier to operate, but also slightly bigger and heavier. 
(1/8 in. longer, 1 /2 in. higher, 1/4 in. thicker, and 5 oz. 
more in weight—total weight 24 oz.) 

Let’s get right to the two most important new features, 
the interchangeable lens components and the exposure 
meter. Most cameras featuring interchangeable lenses 
have shutters behind the lens or in the focal plane. It has 
been almost impossible to make interchangeable lenses 
for cameras having between-the-lens shutters, such as the 
Synchro Compur. How can you change lenses when half 
the lens is on one side of the shutter and half on the 
other? You need a new shutter with each lens. 

The Retina IIIc does not have interchangeable lenses. 
It does have interchangeable front lens components. In 
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other words, the rear lens element behind the shutter 
remains fixed. Only the components in front of the shut- 
ter are changed. With a short turn you can remove the 
front element of the normally supplied 50mm Xenon 
{/2 from its bayonet mount. This component is then re- 
placed with one suitable for making the lens into an 
80mm f/4, or one for a 35mm £/5.6. None of these 
components is a complete lens in itself. It becomes com- 
plete only when matched with the back component which 
remains inthe camera. 

The 35mm and 80mm components have their own 
focusing scales. They do not couple to the rangefinder. 
In order to use them, you must first focus the camera 
with the rangefinder in the usual manner. Then you must 
check the footage on the camera footage scale and set 
this on the focusing mount of the lens component. (See 
picture, page 74.) This is said to be the first camera

with a between-the-lens shutter to have such a system. 

The second big feature is the exposure meter which 
can be used to measure both incident and reflected light. 
A number of new cameras have built-in exposure meters, 
but none like this one. The meter has been calibrated 
to work exclusively in conjunction with the LVS (light 
value scale) system of the Retina’s Compur shutter. 
Instead of transferring both lens opening and shutter 
speed from the meter dial to the camera, you only find 
the LVS number and set this number on the shutter (this 
LVS number indicates a certain exposure condition 
which combines both the f/stop and the shutter speed). 
Each LVS number represents a number of different 
shutter-lens combinations, all of which give you the same 
exposure. For instance, LVS 12 represents 1/500-f /2.8, 
1/250-£/4, 1/125-£/5.6, 1/60-£/8, 1/30-£/11, 1/15-£/16, 


1 /8-£/22. To accommodate this system, shutter markings

are now in arithmetical progressions; B, 1, 1/2, 1/4, 1/8, 
1/15, 1/30, 1/60, 1/125, 1/250, 1/500 sec. Each gives 
half the exposure of the preceding setting. Since the 
LVS system couples the diaphragm and shutter settings, 
you can change the shutter speed at any time and the 
diaphragm will automatically change to a new setting 
to maintain the same exposure conditions. (For a de- 
tailed explanation of the LVS system, see MODERN, pages 
98-100, February issue.) The LVS system need not be 
used, however, if you’d rather set the shutter speeds and 
lens openings separately. 

What else sets the Retina IIIc apart from earlier 
models? You open the camera by pressing a small button 
on the front cover, then pull the cover open. Out come 
the lens and shutter, mounted in a rigid metal block 
which slides forward smoothly. In earlier Retinas, struts 
supported lens and shutter and a bellows was used. 
(There is a bellows inside the metal lens mount of the 
IIIc, but it acts solely as a light trap and baffle to pre- 
vent internal reflections.) As on the Retina IIa, the film 
counter reads backwards, indicating how many ex- 


HOW YOU USE LENS COMPONENTS 


When inserting component, match dots on component and 
shutter (see top picture), turn clockwise till component 
locks. When using the 35mm or 80mm component, you 
must first match camera focusing scale to lens compo- 
nent.

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posures have yet to be made. You advance the film and 
wind the shutter with a single stroke of the rapid wind 
lever, now located at the bottom of the camera (see pic- 
ture, page 96) instead of the top. After the last exposure, 
as in other Retinas, the wind locks and no more pictures 
can be taken. 

The rangefinder-viewfinder is improved. The view- 
finder picture area is outlined by an optically-projected 
bright field frame which includes parallax indication 
pointers for close work. The secondary rangefinder image 
is diamond-shaped. 

The Retina IIIc has a built-in self-timer in a rather 
unusual location. It is controlled by the sync. lever, 
which has three settings, M, X, and V. The V setting 
readies the self-timer for operation. 

There appear to be two tripod sockets on the camera 
bottom. There aren’t. The tripod socket is still on one 
end of the bottom of the camera. The centrally placed 
hole is not a tripod socket, but a positioning hole to help 
line up some of the accessories. When the collar around 
the tripod socket is slid away (see picture, page 96) 
the solid, die-cast aluminum alloy back can be opened 
by pressing the button. These then are the new features. 
Let’s see how well they really work. 

How good was the f/2 Xenon lens? Practical tests 
(see picture, page 75) showed that it was remarkably 
sharp even in the corners at widest aperture. Definition 
seemed best at {/4 but held down to f/16 (generally 
speaking, wide-aperture lenses for miniature cameras do 
not give their best definition much beyond f/11). The 
projected viewfinder outline was a big improvement, but 
the parallax markings for close-up work were difficult 
to see. The two rangefinder images were well separated 
and easy to fuse, but the moon-shaped focusing lever 
around the lens mount was slightly difficult to grasp and 
move accurately. 

The film wind lever was very helpful. It seemed to 
us, however, that its location on the bottom of the 
camera was not as handy as the top position on the 
Retina Ila. 

Although we’ve been setting both shutter speed and 
lens-opening setting for many years, we tried working 
the LVS system exclusively. Many photographers may 
think it a mere simplification for rank amateurs; but it’s 
very handy even for experts. 

The exposure meter proved quite accurate, especially 
when used in fairly adequate light intensities. Sensi- 
tivity in low light was amazing when you consider that 
we were testing the meter against exposure meters which 
alone were as large and weighed almost as much as the 
entire Retina IIIc camera. The LVS system simplified 
meter operation. The limited space on the dials of small 
meters has always been a drawback. On the Retina 
IIIc meter, the LVS system with its single set of numbers 
allows the figures to be large enough to see easily (see 
pictures, page 97). 

The camera loaded quickly. The film fell accurately 
into the grooved film track and was easy to thread to 
the take-up spool. The frame counter seemed one of the 
clearest on any camera, and the lock after the last ex- 
posure will prevent you from tearing the film from the 
cartridge. Also, if you’re shooting (Continued on page 95)

When looking through the coupled, split-image range- 
finder at eye level, your forefingers fall naturally on the 
buttons (see picture at left). When you push a button 
in with one finger, the other button moves outward. 

Focusing and shooting can be done quickly with the 
Graphic 35. As you focus, your third finger rests on 
the shutter release so that it can be tripped in an instant. 
You don’t have to change the position of your hand in 
order to “fire.” However, to frame the subject in the 
viewfinder, you must shift your eye to a second window. 

For flash pictures in color (No. 5 or No. 25 bulbs only) 
the Graphic 35’s color code system makes camera opera- 
tion even simpler. The system, called “Spectramatic 
Color Coding,” correlates camera-to-subject distances 
with the lens opening. To use it, you simply match two 
sets of color bands (red, yellow, green, orange and blue).

HERETOFORE the Pacemaker Speed Graphic relied upon 
sources other than Graflex for a rangefinder attachment. 
And at that, whatever rangefinder was acquired, it could 
be used with only one lens. For 1955, however, Graflex 
is marketing a Speed Graphic which boasts its own co- 
incidence type rangefinder. It will accommodate not just 
one lens—but any of nine focal lengths: 90mm, 100mm, 
127mm, 135mm, 152mm, 162mm, 203mm, 250mm, and 
380mm. Graflex has made this possible by developing a 
rangefinder with a system of interchangeable cams to be 
used with the respective lenses. The coupling cams can 
be attached quickly—without tools—and when not in use 
are compactly stored under spring clips on the back of 
the lens boards. To show the field of view of each lens, 
there are masks which slip over the separate viewfinder’s 
front window. Cams and lenses can’t get mixed up easily. 
They are coded by color dots and, in fact, so are the view- 
finder masks, bed stops and focusing scale. 

When you turn the focusing knob on the Speed Graphic 
the bed moves back and forth. Connected to the bed is a 
plunger which leads into a metal tube that snakes up 
through the back of the camera to the rangefinder. The 
tube is filled with ball bearings, so pressure applied to 
the plunger at the bottom of the tube is transmitted by 
the ball bearings to the rangefinder mechanism where 
it moves a small brass cam. The shape of this cam de- 
termines how far the rangefinder mirrors will be moved. 

By changing cams along with lenses, you adjust the 
movement of the rangefinder to the appropriate lens. 
(For details of changing the cam, see page 121.) 

Should you have to focus in dim light, the Speed 
Graphic offers another convenience, the built-in Range- 
lite. When you push a button on the side of the range- 
finder housing, the battery-operated Rangelite projects 
two beams of light on the subject. The camera is in focus 
whien the beams converge on the subject. 

Made with a nylon housing, the rangefinder is solidly 
built. A separate optical viewfinder incorporated within 
the rangefinder housing provides automatic parallax cor- 
rection with either the rangefinder or Rangelite. 

An additional feature of the 1955 Speed Graphic is a 
re-designed sportsfinder—its front frame is now made 
of a flexible coil spring which can take rough treatment 
and still return to shape. Also, shown on the camera at 
right, is the Rangescope, an (Continued on page 121)

What's behind those rumors 
of tremendously fast 
new Japanese lenses? Here’s 


the first practical test of 


the new Fujinon. 


The £/1.2 50mm Japanese-made Fujinon lens seems too 
good to be true. For a number of months, MopErn has 
attempted to find and test one of the new superfast 
lenses. Finally we acquired one, made by an old and 
reliable manufacturer. The Fuji Photo Film Co. Ltd. It’s 
quite an impressive piece of glass, over 214 in. in di- 
ameter, weighing 14 oz. The question is: just how im- 
pressive is the performance? 

Let’s take a closer look at the lens. The barrel is knurled 
and turns in a double helical focusing mount from 31 fet. 
to infinity. An infinity lock can be released with a small 
button. There are clock stops at £/1.2, £/1.4, £/1.6, £/2, 
£/2.8, £/4, £/5.6, £/8, £/11 and £/16. It’s threaded for 
mounting on a Leica or Canon. Photographer Carl K. 
Shiraishi, who undertook the practical tests, used the 
Fujinon on both a Canon body and a Leica M3 with a 
lens mount adapter. Both cameras were checked for 
proper lens-to-focal plane alignment. 

Naturally, the first question was: “How will the Fuji- 
non perform wide open?” The picture left was made at 
1/25 sec. at £/1.2 on Super-XX film. Subsequent shots 
made by Shiraishi showed remarkable definition even in 
the corners. 

Was the lens really as fast as the manufacturer 
claimed? Most so-called superspeed lenses are often 
slower than marked. For instance, some time ago, in tests 
carried out by MopDERN on well-known 50mm £/1.5 lenses, 
indications were that the actual amount of light transmis- 
sion (known as the “T” stop) was only 1.78, The Fujinon 
£/1.2, according to its manufacturers, was designed to 
transmit 56% more light than a f/1.5 lens. That’s pro- 
vided both lenses actually transmit their marked values. 
When tested by two separate laboratories for actual 
light transmission (“T” stops), the Fujinon was rated 
by one lab at T-1.27 and T-1.3 by the other. Since the 
Fujinon was much closer to its marked value than the 
£/1.5 lens, it was actually passing a much greater per- 
centage of light than the 56%. Roughly, therefore, the 
f/1.2 lens was between 4% and a full stop faster than 
the £/1.5 lens. 

Further optical and practical tests indicated that the 
lens reached maximum definition at £/3, and defini- 
tion remained extremely good even to £/16. Few high- 
speed lenses for 35mm cameras have good definition 
at such a small opening. Both labs agreed that the 
Fujinon was one of the best high-speed lenses for 
35mm work they had ever seen. (Continued on page 125)

Bees, spiders, & color 


A friend of ours, a nature-photography 
fan, thinks we should point out that the 
new high speed Kodak Ektachrome 
Film, E135 and E828, is just as hot stuff 
for extreme close-up nature work as for 
sports and fast action. 

This new high-definition full-color 
daylight-type positive-transparency film 
is three times as fast as Kodachrome 
Film, Daylight Type. And if you’ve ever 
made extreme close-ups of small live 
specimens—shutter slowed down as far 
as you can risk it, and no field depth to 
spare—you know what a three-times 
speed gain means! 

Another nice feature of Ektachrome 
Film is that you can process it yourself, 
and see the finished transparencies in 
about an hour after you took the last 
shot. Ask your Kodak dealer about the 
$1.80 Process Kit E-2, for the E135 and 
E828 films. 

There’s also a Type F Ektachrome 
Film in 135 and 828 sizes. It’s balanced 
for clear flash bulbs, and is somewhat 
faster than Kodachrome Film, Type A. 
List prices for either type are: No. 135, 
20-exposure, $1.85; 828, 8-exposure, $1. 


Safety measure 


Safelight fog is sneaky stuff. Strictly in- 
sidious. All new safelight filters have an 
adequate margin of safety when used as 
directed. Our own Kodak Wratten Safe- 
light Filters have an extra margin of 
safety from atmospheric fading, by rea- 
son of their protective Tenite shield. 
However, safelight filters are made for 
light to shine through; and, over the 
years, light will fade almost anything. In 
addition, many workers use bigger bulbs 
than they’re supposed to. 

The sneaky thing about fog from a 
safelight is that it’s often masked by the 
print image. All you know is that your 
prints don’t seem to have the good con- 
trast and crisp tones they should. You’re 
likely to blame the print paper instead 
of the safelight. 

Testing for safelight fog is easy. Snap 
off the safelight, and expose two test 
prints—same size, same exposure, same 
negative. Put one away for the moment 
in a lighttight envelope. Now snap the 
safelight on, and expose the second print 
to it at your usual working distance, the 
same way you would expose a test strip, 


giving 15, 30, 45, 60, and 75 seconds to 
successive sections. Develop both prints 
at the same time in the same developer, 
guarding them from additional safelight 
exposure, and compare them. If there’s 
any safelight fog, it will show up in the 
“test strip”’ print. 

If you get bad news, the solution is a 
new Wratten Safelight Filter. They cost 
very little—$1.35 for the smallest ones, up 
to $4.15 for a big 10 x 12-incher—in all 
series for black-and-white prints and 
pan and ortho films. 


Darkroom time savers 


Darkrooms are for developing nega- 
tives, making prints. Here are a few 
ways and means of saving you time in 
your darkroom, making your prints even 
better. 

Get an extra $2.53 Kodacraft Roll- 
Film Tank and you can process two rolls 
of film at once. A Kodak Photo Chamois 
wipes excess water from negatives with a 
minimum of fuss, costs 80¢. A $1.15 
Kodak Projection Print Scale saves both 
paper and time by giving you a ten-step 





test print with one exposure. A Kodak 
Darkroom Apron lets you go right to 
work without taking the time to change 
your clothes ($2.75 and $3.50). 

What else? For 55¢ you can get another 
Kodak Darkroom Thermometer so you 
won’t waste time shifting a single ther- 
mometer from one tray to another, won’t 
be stuck if you break one. To mix chemi- 
cals accurately and in a hurry, pick up a 
Kodak Darkroom Graduate (from 50¢), 
a Kodak Stirring Paddle to crush small 
particles as well as stir chemicals and 
handle prints in the tray (35¢), and a 


Kodak Combination Funnel so what 
you pour goes into the jug, not on the 
floor (85¢). 

Next. The right tools for spotting 
make short shrift of the job, make bet- 
ter looking prints. What you need are 
Kodak DeLuxe Spotting and Coloring

Chemicals, too. For instance, if you 
use Kodafix, you do away with hypo 
mixing—just pour the concentrated 
liquid fixer into a bottle and mix with 
water. A quart costs $1 and makes a 
gallon of first-rate fixer for films, two 
gallons for prints. And, there are all 
sorts of liquid and single-powder, time- 
saving Kodak Chemical Preparations: 
Kodak Dektol Developer, Versatol De- 
veloper, Microdol Developer, D-76 De- 
veloper, Acid Fixer, Rapid Liquid Fixer 
with Hardener, and so forth. 

We could go on and on—about such 
things as how the two 50¢ Kodak Data 
Books on processing and enlarging help 
you start off on the right track when 
trying something new; how the con- 
venience of the $99.50 Kodak Flurolite 
Enlarger makes print-making pure pleas- 
ure.

more way or 360. Smart designing, we 
think.

Fog pills 

If you keep film and paper too long, or 
stored where it’s too hot or damp, you 
invite fog. The same sometimes happens 
when you force development or wait too 
long between exposure and develop- 
ment. What we’d like to whisper in your 
ear is that if any of these things should 
happen, Kodak Anti-Fog No. 1 added 
to the developer can go a long way 
towards suppressing fog and increasing 
contrast. 50 tablets, 94¢. 

If you look on page 35 of the 50¢ 
Kodak Data Book, Processing Chemi- 
cals and Formulas, you'll find out how 
to use these same pills to turn fine-grain 
Kodak Microdol Developer into an 
ultra-fine-grain developer. 


On the level 


Upon occasion, we have spoken highly 
of the neat, bright-green spirit level in 
the viewfinder of the Kodak Stereo Cam- 
era. Good leveling, we said, is important 
in stereo. It is. Bad leveling, we hinted, 
can be painful. It surely can; and can 
give you a crick in the neck, too. 

Here’s why. The stereo picture insists 
that you resume your original viewpoint. 
Won’t stop nagging until you get there. 
If you took the picture aiming downhill, 
then aim the viewer down at the floor. 
If you were shooting straight up at a 
skyscraper, lie down and aim the viewer 
upward, and your eyes will be more 
comfortable. So will the rest of you. 

Now, suppose you accidentally cock 
the camera to one side. That’s bad, be- 
cause you don’t normally go around 
looking at things with your head cocked 
to one side. Shall you cock your head 
when you view the picture? Or hold the 
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viewer straight and try to cock one eye 
up and one down? That’s quite a trick. 
Drives you nuts. 

The answer, of course, is to shoot your 
stereo with an $84.50 Kodak Stereo 
Camera. As long as you can see the 
bubble in the little green indicator, your 
camera is level enough for a comfortable 
picture. You can spend a lot more than 
$84.50 on a stereo camera, and still not 
get this important safety feature. 


Silver lens 


Lenses can be made of many things— 
plastics, glass, quartz, spars, resins. This 
one happens to be made of silver chlo- 
ride—the same stuff you find, in a rather 





different form, in Kodak contact print- 
ing paper and slow enlarging papers. 

We make lenses of silver chloride be- 
cause the stuff is transparent all the way 
out beyond 17, in the infrared. The lens 
pictured here is used to squeeze one of 
the beams in a double-beam infrared 
spectrophotometer so that all the flux 
can go through a 0.75 x 3.5mm aperture. 
Then a second such lens collimates the 
beam again. This makes possible the 
spectrophotometric analysis of very 
small samples of material, 50 micro- 
grams or less. 

These silver lenses were first evolved 
for the convenience of our film-research 
and testing departments. Now we offer 
them to people with similar problems, 
under the name of Kodak Infrared Mi- 
crosample Optics, for $102 a set. We 
thought you’d be interested in seeing 
one of the curious byways that film- 
making leads into—and one of the 
curious purposes silver chloride can 





serve in addition to recording latent 
images.

Dr. Cinema says... 


Here’s “‘guest editor’ Bill Messner to tell 


you what makes a top-notch movie club click. 


THE “LITTLE THEATER” in Van Gelder’s 
basement is filled to capacity. As the 
room lights dim, one of the two syn- 
chronous 16mm sound projectors in 
the projection booth begins to hum. 
The motor-driven stage curtains part, 
and the opening title of an amateur- 
made movie flashes on the screen. An- 
other meeting of the Amateur Movie 
Society of Bergen County (New Jer- 
sey) is under way. 

Visitors to our club often remark 
that we have the most complete 8mm 
and 16mm silent-sound equipment and 
the most impressive club rooms they’ve 
ever seen. We do have all the equip- 
ment needed for complete movie enter- 
tainment, and in the matter of club- 
room facilities, we are just plain for- 
tunate. Shortly after the club was 
founded nine years ago, Dr. Rudolph 
Van Gelder and his brother Leon built 
the “Little Theater,” complete with a 
projection room, an outer room used 
for shooting purposes, and an adjoin- 
ing recreation-bar room. The movie 
club rooms occupy most of the spacious 
basement area of a large, ranch-type 
house. But don’t let the physical set- 
up fool you. Even with these assets, 
we used to have trouble. Membership 
trouble. ... 

Something was definitely wrong 
with our club. We could get new mem- 
bers, but we just couldn’t keep them. 
After attending a few meetings, they 
would drift away and never come back. 
Why? What was wrong with us? 


Club ailments diagnosed 

A committee was formed to study 
our organizational set-up and to fig- 
ure out the kind of policy we should 
formulate for future meetings. It didn’t 
take the committee very long to dis- 
cover that some of the answers as to 
what was wrong were so obvious that 
we had simply overlooked them. In the 
first place, most of each club meeting 
was being devoted to parliamentary 
procedures. Now, when a person at- 
tends a movie club meeting, he doesn’t 
want to be subjected to long “busi- 
ness” harangues. He’s there to learn 
about and think about his favorite 
hobby—nothing else. 

Another problem was that of our 
limited membership. We had no way 
of knowing what other movie-makers 
were doing—no incentive or inspira- 
tion beyond what we could get from 
each other. 

Finally, the study committee found 
two other things lacking: 1. We had 
no clear-cut club objectives; 2. We had 


no idea of why our present members 
had originally joined the club or, by 
the same token, what former members 
had looked for and found lacking in the 
Bergen County Club. 


First-aid for Bergen County 

The problem of minimizing the par- 
liamentary procedures was solved by 
simply appointing an executive com- 
mittee to take care of the club busi- 
ness on all routine matters. 

To keep abreast of what other hob- 
byists were doing, we affiliated with 
a national group of movie-makers, the 
Amateur Cinema League (now a part 
of the Photographic Society of Amer- 
ica.—Ed.) In addition to being able to 
borrow prize-winning films from the 
ACL library, this affiliation made it 
possible for our members to benefit by 
the various consultation and review 
services offered by ACL. 

A list of seven club objectives were 
decided upon and printed at the top of 
each membership application blank. 
Our new membership blanks, inciden- 
tally, were designed so that each ap- 
plicant could list, for the records, the 
kinds of equipment he owned, his ex- 
perience, his movie interest, and so on. 

In order to find out what the mem- 
bers expected and wanted from the 
club, a mimeographed questionnaire 
was made up. In sending out the ques- 
tionnaires, emphasis was placed on the 
fact that the officers of the club could 
serve the membership well only if they 
knew what was wanted. 


The remedies begin to work 

It wasn’t long before word got 
around that the Amateur Movie So- 
ciety of Bergen County had something 
worthwhile to offer amateur cine 
hobbyists. The question and answer 
period that had been introduced was 
one of our most popular drawing cards. 
It gave each member the chance to 
voice his particular cine problems of 
the moment, and the entire member- 
ship benefited by the answers he re- 
ceived—a decided improvement over 
the separate group sessions and pri- 
vate discussions that had previously 
existed. 

Lectures and demonstrations were 
programmed well in advance. The 


committee, knowing that outside lec- 
turers and demonstrators wouldn’t 
come to a club unless they were as- 
sured of a good turnout, started the 
ball rolling by having special demon- 
strations conducted by our own mem- 
bers. One of the first demonstrations 
was given jointly by Dr. Van Gelder 
(now a famous sound engineer) and 
George Labes, who has done profes- 
sional sound engineering for a leading 
16mm commercial film producer. Other 
demonstrations were given on cine 
lighting problems, taking exposure 
readings, editing, and so on. I con- 
tributed my bit by showing some of 
my prize-winning movies and giving 
the statistics and “how-it-was-done” 
data involved in the shooting. 

As applications for membership be- 
gan to come in thick and fast, we in- 
vited outsiders to conduct lectures and 
demonstrations—confident that we 
could guarantee them a large and at- 
tentive audience. With this kind of a 
guarantee and our increased member- 
ship, we found manufacturers of cine 
equipment glad to send their represen- 
tatives. In this connection, I feel I 
should mention that one of MODERN’sS 
most popular cine authors, Ernst Wildi, 
cheerfully came over on two separate 
occasions to demonstrate 3D lenses 
and tilting methods. Others too nu- 
merous to mention have given freely 
of their time and experience for the 
benefit of the club. Our latest demon- 
stration was on the new Vistascope 
wide-screen optical system (described 
on page 84 of this issue.—Ed. ) 

There are many special activities 
and services designed to keep members 
interested, but to summarize what we 
feel has made our club successful, 
I’d emphasize these points: 1. Mini- 
mize member’s participation in parlia- 
mentary procedures. 2. Join a national 
movie group. 3. List the club objectives 
and stick to them. 4. Use question- 
naires to learn what the members 
want. 5. Inaugurate a question and 
answer period. 6. Program lectures and 
demonstrations. 7. Get up a club bulle- 
tin—no matter how crude. 8. Show 
and criticize the members’ film efforts. 
Arrange to show outside films made by 
advanced amateurs. Occasionally, in- 
clude industrial films. Above all, ana- 
lyze all films constructively. 

The above has been our basic for- 
mula for success. To keep it workable, 
we have several rather rigid rules: 
First, we limit our membership to fifty 
amateurs, all men. Second, every 
member must be active or apply for a 
leave of absence. Third, any member 
in arrears six months is automatically 
dropped in order that he may be re- 
placed from the long, long waiting list. 
This policy works! —THE END

Will amateur movies of to- 
morrow be wide-screen? 

After testing Vistascope lenses 
designed to fit 8mm and 
16mm camera-projector setups, 
MODERN presents several 


facts never before printed.

recorded this scene. 


Several months ago, MopERN began testing the new 8mm 
and 16mm Vistascope anamorphic lenses. The purpose: 
To find out what these lenses have to offer amateur hobby- 
ists interested in wide-screen movies. The major points 
we took into consideration in testing the Vistascope were 
these: 1. Simplicity of operation; 2. Final screen results; 
3. Ruggedness of construction. 

Before we discuss the results of the tests, let’s talk 
about the Vistascope itself—what it is and what it does. 


How anamorphic systems work 


Technically speaking, the Vistascope is not a “lens” 
in the usual sense of the word. It is an anamorphic 
optical system which supplements, rather than replaces, 
the camera and projector lenses you normally use. When 
slipped in front of a regular camera lens, the Vistascope

16 mm TRI-X is magic! | 


by HOWARD WARNER 


From the standpoint of speed, comparing the new Tri-X 
movie film with other black-and-white films is like com- 
paring a Sabrejet to a World War I Spad. For a basic 
cost of about $3.80 per 100-foot roll, you can obtain good 
quality movies in light so poor that it would be a waste 
of energy to reach for a camera loaded with any other 
film. But before you rush out to buy Tri-X, here are the 
important things you should know about it: 

Tri-X is available only in 16mm film size. It is a 
negative film, not a reversal film. In other words, the 
film you send to the processing laboratory does not come 
back to you as a “positive” print for projection. It 
comes back as a negative print from which a separate, 
positive projection print has to be made. Since Eastman 
Kodak Co. does not maintain a lab service for process- 
ing Tri-X, the purchase price does not include any of 
the processing costs. 


The cost of doing it 

Having the Tri-X negative processed by a professional 
film lab will cost somewhere around 2c a foot. To have 
a “work print” made will cost about 214 cents a foot 
extra. A work print is usually a rather crude positive 
print—comparable, you might say, with a proof sheet of 
still camera negatives. You can project it well enough 
to study the contents for editing and splicing, but it is 
far from being the best print you could obtain from 
the negative. 

If a work print will serve your purpose, you’re through 
spending money. If not, you may want to cut and edit 
the work print and return it, together with the original 
negative, to the lab where the negative will be cut to 
match the work print frame for frame, and where a final 
fine-grain positive will be run (Continued on page 124)

Tri-X is tops for filming candid 
documentaries in a dimly lit room. 
A ceiling light was the only source 
of direct illumination for the scene 
at the left. I focused upon the man at 
the right, opened my lens to f/1.9, 
and shot at 24 frames per second. 
Although the resulting negative was 
a bit thin, the optical printer turned 
out a positive print of good quality. 


At home, the thing I like about Tri-X 
is the “no-fuss” freedom it gives me. 
Oftentimes I get a family interest shot 
like this one of my son by simply pick- 
ing up my camera and firing away. 
If I had waited to set up lights, the 
easy, natural spontaneity of the scene 
would have been lost. In this case, 
there was enough natural daylight to 
permit a lens opening of about £/3.5. 


An outdoor night scene like this, 
would be almost impossible to film at 
24 frames per second with anything 
except Tri-X and a wide open (f/1.5) 
lens. If possible, I go by meter ‘read- 
ing, using a basic exposure index of 
about ASA 350. Under bright lights I 
sometimes stop down as far as {£/3.8 
or £/4. In this case I knew from ex- 
perience it was f/1.5—or nothing!

new photo books 


PHOTOGRAPHY YEAR BOOK 1955, edit- 
ed by Norman Hall and Basil Burton. 192 
pages, mostly pictures. Photography, 
London. $5.9. 

PHOTOGRAMS 1955; The Annual Review 
of the World's Photographic Art. 152 
Pages, including 8 in color. Published for 
Amateur Photographer by Iliffe and Sons, 
Ltd. $3. 

We are reviewing these books to- 
gether because they arrived simultane- 
ously and both are annuals put out by 
popular British photographic maga- 
zines. There, however, the resem- 
blances end. 

Photography Year Book is broken 
down into geographical sections— 
British Commonwealth, Germany, 
France, and so on. It is by all stand- 
ards a beautiful book. Pictures are 
mostly good—some are exciting and 
excellent, others mediocre. Reproduc- 
tion is first rate. Certainly, it’s a book 
which rates inclusion in any good 
photo library. 

But there are some strange patterns 
which developed in studying the pic- 
tures in each section. It seemed to us 
that the freshest camera eye came 
from Holland; the German stuff was 
dull; the Italians were concerned most- 
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ly with form and pattern; the French 
showed the greatest vitality (and had 
some perfectly wonderful pictures of 
fine looking girls); the British Com- 
monwealth doesn’t seem to be up to 
too much—photographically, that is. 

Do these patterns represent the true 
state of affairs? 

The American section was filled with 
well-known names, represented large- 
ly by second-rate stuff. Even the guest 
of honor, Edward Weston, didn’t shine 
too well here. Now why should this be? 
This should have been a great and 
memorable book—it’s only a good one. 
Blame it on the editors, who have done 
better in other years. 

Photograms is an entirely different 
case. Oddly enough, it’s full of pictures 
by many of the same people who were 
in the other annual, but you’d never 
recognize some of them by their work. 
The cover flap says that this is its 60th 
year of publication, and, ‘In this vol- 
ume will be found a selection from the 
more important photographic salons 
of the year 

We didn’t like the selection or the 
reproduction (particularly the color, 
which is dreadful), or the book.—J. W. 


PICTURE MAKING WITH THE ARGUS, by 
Jacob Deschin. 128 pages, many illus- 
trations. Camera Craft Publishing Co. 
Price $3. 

There are in print many guides to 
cameras. Unfortunately there are few 
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good, complete ones. Deschin’s book is 
good, complete, well illustrated, infor- 
mative and a lot of other adjectives 
meaning “this is a book worth having.” 

Deschin deals primarily with the 
Argus C3, C4 and A4 models, all 35mm 
cameras. He describes them, tells how 
to load them, how to use them. He 
does it completely. One of the out- 
standing features of this book is the 
pictures. Each display photograph was 
made with an Argus. And the pictures 
are very good indeed. Credit should go 
to Morris H. Jaffe who is more than 
well represented by his pictures. 

With this latest volume, Deschin has 
brought the art of writing camera 
guides out of the wilderness of small, 
tiny type, crammed pages, complicated 
charts.—H. K. 


THREE DIMENSIONAL PROJECTION, by 
Earl E. Krause, 122 pages. Greenberg. 
Price $1.95. 

It’s good, very good, this latest in the 
growing series of camera guides pub- 
lished by Greenberg.

Above that, it includes all the essen- 
tial information about a Leica, and lots 
of good sense about miniature camera 
photography. It will not quite compare 
with the classic Leica Manual, how- 
ever. It is a handbook, and a remark-

ably sound handbook, but it is not, and 
does not pretend to be, a comprehen- 
sive work. If you own a Leica and 
know how to use an exposure meter 
and have gone through the experience 
of developing film, this book could tell 
you what to do with your camera, your 
film, your enlarger, and keep you rea- 
sonably busy for the next six months 
of your growth as a photographer. 

Some things in it are outstandingly 
lucid. For instance, the data on flash- 
bulbs. Also, a table giving the com- 
parative ratings of various emulsion 
speed systems, from DIN to Scheiner, 
and including Weston, General Elec- 
tric, etc. Also, a superb photographic 
illustration of what a yellow filter does 
to black-and-white rendition of vari- 
ous colors. 

There is the nearest to an intelligible 
illustration of the film characteristic 
curve that I have ever seen. There is 
a sane and helpful discussion of the 
various Leica lenses. There are pieces 
on copying, on close-up photography 
(with tables), also on the making of 
transparencies and on projection. And 
there is compact and useful advice on 
photographing sports, snow scenes, 
beach scenes, mountain photography, 
landscapes, children.

exclaimed, “I don’t want a style. It he- 
comes too limiting.” True, his work 
is not stylized. There are no consistent 
trade marks on his pictures—the clever 
angles or low key effects or any of the 
little devices by which we can identify 
the work of many photographers. For 
the most part, he simply handles his 
camera as the scene demands and uses a 
twin-lens reflex at waist level. Frequent- 
ly he will shoot “off the hip” (aimed at 
left or right) to catch subjects unawares. 

By profession, Lambrakis has been a 
consulting engineer for a number of 
years. He has considerable knowledge 
about the arts, and has been influenced 
by them in his six years of picture tak- 
ing. A photograph, like a work of art, is 
an abstraction from reality. Like other 
artists, the photographer can give his 
own impression of the real scene. He too 
can be selective. His results may not 
always look like a mirror image of the 
scene he photographed. He can elimi- 
nate or accentuate details, as well as 
suggest ideological overtones. Lambrakis 
often accomplishes this in his pictures 
in the way he organizes the focus, per- 
spective, or composition. In the picture 
of the boys on the bridge girders, page 
67, there is little detail. The background 
merely has been suggested as it falls 
away behind the imposing diagonal gird- 
ers. The subjects themselves are not 
sharp. Perhaps it is better not to see 
every detail, every face—for the spirit of 
a group at play, stopping to wave at a 
camera, is immediate. 

On page 66, however, the beach pic- 
ture is crisp and sharp. Each empty 
basket zigzagging across the empty 
beach directs the eye to the umbrella- 
carrying stroller. The setting is impor- 
tant to her; the way in which each detail 
in the scene is made to count conveys a 
solitary feeling to the viewer. 

These two photographs also are ex- 
amples of Lambrakis’ idea that a “sub- 
ject must have space, an escape from the 
picture” to gain further dimension. Per- 
spective and focus “free” the group on 
the girders; the mood of the beach pic- 
ture is built largely by composition and 
sharp delineation. 

Here, then, is the virtue of mastering 
the mechanical and interpretative tech- 
niques: when the time comes, they can 
be disregarded.—DOROTHY JACKSON.

camera the required stereo interocular 
as before. 

When using a 2-D camera for stereo 
work as just described you’ll have to 
hand-mount your results. If you’re 
using the aluminum EMDE mount, 
flatten down the projecting nibs and 
then cellophane tape the two films in 
place as required. The 2-D (double 
frame) films will be about a third 
wider than regular stereo width, so 
you'll have to trim them down accord- 
ingly. Note in mounting: (1) Keep the 
two images exactly the same height in

the window of the mount, (2) watch 
out for “rotation,’”’ one film with the 
other, and (3) after picking out the 
foremost portion of your subject— 
here, the claw of the dragonfly as in- 
dicated by the white arrow in Photo 3 
—make sure that the distance from 
this point to the left side of the stereo 
window (black double-arrow) is great- 
er in the right window than in the left. 
This puts your subject behind the 
stereo window, as is proper. 

By the way, when using this system 
of close-interoculars with a slide bar, 
don’t be alarmed when you view your 
first result in the viewer and notice 
the size of your subject. It’ll be gigan- 
tic! My dragonfly’s head, though ac- 
tually no bigger than the tip of your 
little finger, appears in stereo like a 
huge, darkish red prehistoric monster. 
That’s just what makes these close- 
ups so extra fascinating: close-ups of 
common-place items become strange 
and wonderful. Ordinary cigarettes 
look like pier pilings when photo- 
graphed close. Small green peas appear 
as huge as watermelons. It’s a fasci- 
nating new world for anyone who wants 
to have some fun experimenting... 
and most of it can be done with your 
regular stereo camera, a few inexpen- 
sive close-up lenses and a Stereo Slide 
Bar. 

Here’s a thought—you can gain quite 
a bit of all-around useful close-up

Close-ups with the Leica Stemar 


Some time ago I was privileged to 
try out something considered quite 
extraordinary in the field of close-up 
stereo equipment: my Leica camera 
outfitted with a matched set of twin, 
small stereo lenses located only about 
% in. apart. Just as an experiment 
I rigged it up with a Series 6, Plus 3 
Eastman supplementary lens (the one 
Plus-lens covered both small stereo 
lenses, they’re so close together), and 
focused it to work at a 514-in. camera- 
to-subject distance. This happened to 
be a convenient. distance because an 
SM flashbulb at that distance, when 
on top of the camera, made perfect 
color exposures at f/22. I progressed 
swiftly to shooting people’s ears, down 
their throats (this turned out extreme- 
ly fascinating), the heads of cats and 
dogs, etc. All of the results were mar- 
velous! It was just experimenting for 
me, but it was quite evident that here 
was a near-perfect tool for the medical 
man, say, who needed the very best in 
close-up stereo equipment. The stereo 
attachment, called the Stemar, costs 
$171. The special viewfinder necessary 
costs $15. The prices of the special 
viewer and projector lenses were not 
established at the time of this writing. 
So, if you’re still interested, write to 
E. Leitz, Inc., 468 Fourth Avenue, New 
York 16, N. Y., for more detailed in- 
formation. 

I suppose it should be mentioned 
also that this new Leica stereo system 
functions as a “regular” stereo outfit 
also. To use it in this manner you'll 
need a $111 prism attachment to ex- 
pand the viewpoint of the close-to- 
gether lenses so they will more nearly 
agree with normal eye separation. 
Also, notice the narrow vertical format 
of the stereo. Unless you adopt the 
system completely, special viewer and 
all, you’ll have to mask down your 
regular stereo mounts to do the job.

A near-future column will 
be devoted to explaining my own per- 
sonal system of “very casual’ close- 
ups without any special equipment.

flash in a dark area and can’t see the 
exposure counter, the lock definitely in- 
dicates when you’ve reached the end of 
the film roll. 

The rewind button on the bottom of 
the camera is cleverly designed. With 
many cameras, you must either hold the 
button in while rewinding, or turn a 
lever which must be returned to the ad- 
vance position before you can resume 
taking pictures. The Retina IIIc rewind 
button, once pressed in, remains in with- 
out holding until a new roll of ‘film is 
inserted. Then it automatically returns 
to the advance position. The rewind 
knob may be pulled out slightly to fa- 
cilitate rewinding. On the model we 
tested, however, the rewind knob had a 
tendency to disengage itself from the 
cartridge when fully extended. Although 
engaging the cartridge again was not 
difficult, it did slow up rewinding. 


One camera, three lenses 


Now to the interchangeable lens com- 
ponents. Changing from one to another 
was accomplished without difficulty and 
the method is shown in the pictures on 
page 74. All components fitted snugly. 
When not in use, plastic cases with 
bayonet mounts held the optics securely. 

You need an accessory viewfinder 
when working with either the 35mm or 
80mm assemblies. The optical finder 
made for the camera ($17.50) fits into 
the accessory clip atop the Retina, has 
complete manual adjustment for paral- 
lax. shows the field for both the 35mm 
and 80mm assemblies. Operation with 
either assembly (35mm or 80mm) in 
place was necessarily slower than with 
the 50mm since there’s the additional 
step of setting the subject distance 
manually, once the distance with the 
rangefinder as found (see picture,

page 74). The problem of shutting the 
camera also slowed operations since the 
accessory components do not fit into the 
body when shut. They must be removed 
first. 

The 80mm Longar f/4 component 
($82.50) proved most helpful in por- 
traiture where a 50mm lens often causes 
foreshortening. It was also useful, of 
course, for obtaining larger images on 
the film from a given camera-to-subject 
distance. Although definition was ac-

ceptable at {/4, it was sharpest at £/5.6. 
When on the camera, the f/4 component 
was extremely impressive looking, the 
barrel being 2% in. in diameter. 

The wide-angle 35mm Curtar £/5.6 
($62.50) seemed excellent for photo- 
graphing in tight places where the 
50mm lens just couldn’t take in enough 
area, and the camera-to-subject distance 
could not be increased. It was sharpest 
at £/6.3. Definition on both lens com- 
ponents at small apertures seemed good. 


Optical tests 


Optical bench tests, carried out after 
the practical tests, indicated that ail lens 
components were in proper alignment 
and focus, that the two accessory com- 
ponents were not too sharp when wide 
open, but improved considerably when 
stopped down. 

Are these accessory lens components 
practical? For the man who wants the 
compactness and simplicity of the 
Retina IIIc but occasionally needs either 
a telephoto or wide-angle lens, the ac- 
cessory components make it unnecessary 
to purchase a*second camera with inter- 
changeable lenses. For anyone who 
needs to use the wide-angle or telephoto 
lenses consistently, the Retina arrange- 
ment may be too awkward. In addition, 
he may feel himself limited by the max- 
imum openings, particularly the {/5.6 
of the wide-angle. 

There are many accessories for the 
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Retina IIIc. A beautifully-made leather, 
everready case costs $13.50. There’s an 
open-frame sports finder which covers 
the field of view of the 50mm and 80mm 
lenses ($8.75). Also. there is an auxil- 
iary lens which allows the Longar lens 
component to be focused to 34% ft. in- 
stead of its normal close-focusing dis- 
tance of 614 ft. For the Xenon lens, 
there’s the Close Range and Viewfinder 
Kit ($36.50) which consists of an auxilia- 
ry rangefinder, viewfinder and two close- 
up lenses permitting focusing down to a 
little over 11 in., a Kodak Retina Close- 
up Kit which measures camera-to-subject 
distances and fields of view to fields as 
small as 114% x 2 in. ($43.50). 


Other accessories 
The Camera Platform ($5.75) fits the 


bottom of the camera and provides a tri- 
pod socket in the center of the camera 
base and clearance for operating the film 
advance, when on a tripod. The Table- 
Top Camera Stand ($35.50), consisting 






of a base, 2-section telescoping column 
and ball and socket head. makes a film 
support when using the Close Range and 
Viewfinder Kit. 

There is also a Microscope Adapter 
Kit to mount the Retina IIIc to micro- 
scopes with 1 in. diameter eyepieces 
($59.50). 


Summing up 


What then of the over-all feeling of 
the Retina IIIc? We liked it. In the two- 
month period we worked with it the 
camera was generally carried without a 
case and suffered some rough jars. But 
the leather covering didn’t even show 
scuffmarks. And the exposure meter 
maintained its accuracy. With the cam- 
era in one pocket, the auxiliary lens 
components in other pockets (you need 
a spacious pocket for the Longar 
80mm). and a few rolls of film, you can 
carry almost a complete camera system 
around with you. And you needn’t be a 
kangaroo.—THE END

Anyone who has read the preceding 
10 pages of this article may well be ask- 
ing himself: what is the future of the 
Polaroid Land system? 

Here are some thoughts on that sub- 
ject, and we should like to emphasize 
that they are the writer’s own. We do not 
have access to secret information about 
Dr. Land’s activities. But, the history of 
the process leads one to certain inevita- 
ble conclusions, each of which is based 
on publicly disclosed facts. 

We believe that the Polaroid system 
will develop in three directions. First, an 
enormous increase in technical, indus- 
trial, military and other specialized ap- 
plications—pure record photography. 
The second slant will be towards greater 
simplification of photography for the 
man in the street, and his family. Dr. 
Land has many times stated this as a 
fundamental objective. Several years 
ago we witnessed a public demonstration 
of a Polaroid film with an exposure 
index of ASA 3,000. As he took a pic- 
ture with it in a dimly lighted room, Dr. 
Land explained that he saw for its fu- 
ture use at least one application—in box 
cameras which could take snapshots in- 
doors by available light or with a little 
additional help. 


Equipment of the future 


So, we may well look for a Polaroid 
box camera and a matching film of as- 
tonishing speed, compared to present- 
day conventional materials. With such a 
film, think of the bounced light flash pic- 
tures you could take! So why not a tiny 
flashgun (for the M-2 bulb, maybe) spe- 
cially designed to spread a soft, even 
light around a room? Or maybe a low 
powered electronic flash unit for the 
same purpose. 

Of course, such a film would be a 
problem outdoors—too much light. But 
you could have a 10X neutral density fil- 
ter to cut down light. Or, perhaps, an 
“outdoor” lens of tiny aperture which 
flips into place, giving needle sharp pic- 
tures, plus universal focus from two feet 
to infinity, plus a fast shutter speed, plus 
a few simple aperture settings. It’s all 
possible. 

Now let’s take a look in the third di- 
rection—towards the work of the pro- 
fessional photographer. 

Polaroid Professional Pan film al- 
ready shows what could be ahead here. 
It needs no great imagination to see this 
film in sheet form, perhaps 4 x 5 or 8 x 
10. Imagine some sort of a holder for 
standard press and view cameras, incor- 
porating the two all-important rollers. 
Imagine a system of paper tabs—pull 
one to get the film ready to expose, pull 
it a second time to start development 
(that’s no more complicated than pres- 


ent-day film pack). The photographer 
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takes a picture, walks into his darkroom, 
gets a print, shows it to his subject or 
client inside of a minute. If it’s satisfac- 
tory, he saves the negative, makes dupli- 
cates or enlargements. 

Precedent for such a film package 
and holder already exists in a combat 
type X-ray machine for military use, in 
which individual large X-ray films are 
developed in a minute by the Land 
process. If it can be done with X-ray 
film, why not with a film for studio pho- 
tography? 

Or, let’s carry this to its logical con- 
clusion. Suppose Dr. Land and his asso- 
ciates produce a film on an acetate or 
similar base which produces a finished 
print and a finished, permanent negative 
simultaneously? That would eliminate 
completely the darkroom negative sav- 
ing operation. And the camera could be 
much smaller, for you could enlarge 
from the negative without any trouble. 
Already the Polaroid Corp. has intro- 
duced a very much smaller camera, the 
Highlander. With an ultra-fine grain 
negative to work from, this camera’s 
24%, x 2% in. picture area simply be- 
comes a starting point for a giant blow- 
up. It would be idle to speculate when 
such an advance might occur, but we be- 
lieve it will come. 

Finally, one more thought. With the 
advent of Professional Pan film the de- 
veloping time has been cut to 45 seconds. 
We believe that this is only the first such 
reduction—that someday the process 
may be completed in perhaps 15 seconds. 

As you read these forecasts of what 
may be, perhaps you wonder what will 
happen to the whole, immense, present- 
day technology of photography. We 
don’t know, nor will we hazard a guess. 
But we’re willing to bet that plenty of 
smart brains are working on that little 
problem right now!—THE END 





EKTACHROME: USING IT 
(Continued from page 47) 


lighting conditions which would throw 
a blue cast all over Kodachrome, the 
new film stubbornly resisted this ten- 
dency. So, if you almost always use a 
Skylight filter with Kodachrome (as we 
do) you may find that you need it only 
occasionally with Ektachrome. Inciden- 
tally, 35mm Ektachrome is extremely 
sensitive to the action of filters—much 
more so than Kodachrome. 

Ektachrome has a more vivid red, the 
skies are bluer than those of Koda- 
chrome, and they appear to have less of 
a magenta tint. The colors are excellent 
in poor light; better than Kodachrome’s 
we thought. They hold up better when 
underexposed—for instance, where the 
light falls off badly on one part of the 
subject, the colors don’t change much, 
they simply get darker. This is distinctly 
an advantage over Kodachrome. 

We should point out that for our tests 
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with electronic flash we used a portable 
speed light of moderate power, having a 
flash duration of about 1/1000 sec. Re- 
sults were quite satisfactory. However, 
they might be different with a unit hav- 
ing a much faster flash—let’s say 
1/2000 or 1/5000 sec. 

Incidentally, we made quite a few 
shots with daylight film by existing 
tungsten lighting indoors. Things 
looked a bit orange, but not too bad. 
And there was just no other way we 
could have made those color shots under 
such conditions. So much for 35mm 


Ektachrome, Daylight Type. 


A new type of color film 


Ektachrome, Type F, is an entirely 
new kind of color film—from the use 
standpoint. Apparently Eastman Kodak 
Co. has been looking some flashbulb 
consumption figures in the eye. Type F 
is balanced to give best results with 
clear foil-filled flashbulbs, such as the 
No. 5 or Press 40. No need to use light 
balancing filters in order to shoot the 
clear flash-color combination. Compared 
to Kodachrome, Type A (which is 
balanced for photofloods) this is a great 
advantage. The only flashbulb whose 
light matches closely the color balance 
of Type A is the weak little SF or SM; 
to use any other clear bulb a light bal- 
ancing filter is necessary. So, right off 
you have the advantage of being able to 
choose the most powerful bulbs, if you 
need them, or any other size. 

In addition, Type F with flash has an 
exposure index of 25, compared to 16 for 
Type A. This means that with a No. 5 
bulb at 1/25 sec. a guide number of 110 
to 120 is satisfactory. Under similar con- 
ditions 80 would be a reasonable guide 
number for Type A. (Divide the guide 
number by the flashbulb-to-subject dis- 
tance in feet and the result is the correct 
lens opening to use.) So, Type F is just 
about twice as fast, with flash. 

Our results with Type F and flash 
were quite “warm”, particularly in the 
skin tones. We preferred the results we 
got when we used Type F with the tiny 
M-2 flashbulbs. These give a slightly 
“colder” (more bluish) light than the 
No. 5. The high speed of Type F permits 
a guide number of 55 to 65 with these 
bulbs, sufficient for pictures of individ- 
uals and small groups indoors. However, 
whether or not a picture is too “warm” 
or too. “cold” is largely a matter of in- 
dividual taste, so someone else may not 
agree with this opinion. Also, as we 
pointed out earlier, another batch of 
film may have a slightly different color 
balance. 

It’s possible to expose Type F with 
photofloods, using a Kodak Wratten 
No. 82A filter over the lens. With that 
combination, Type F has exactly the 
same exposure index as Kodachrome, 
Type A (16) and offers no advantage 
over the other film. 






















































Type F does well in daylight with a 
Kodak Wratten No. 85C filter over the 
lens. Exposure index is 20 (16 is fine 
with a Weston meter), color rendition 
appears to be almost exactly the same 
as with Ektachrome, Daylight Type. 


The problem of sharpness 


The Ektachrome film which has been 
supplied for years in 120 and 620 roll 
film sizes has a reputation in some quar- 
ters for apparent graininess and in- 
ability to record fine detail, particularly 
as compared to the wonderful sharpness 
and clarity of Kodachrome. 

What about the 35mm Ektachrome? 
Has it the same disadvantages as the 
larger film? We are glad to report that 
it is vastly improved. We projected sev- 
eral hundred slides, Ektachrome and 
Kodachrome mixed all together, and ob- 
servers were not aware of any consistent 
differences between them on the score of 
sharpness. However, on very close ex- 


amination it is possible to see that Koda- | _ 


chrome gives a sharper, cleaner outline 
to fine detail. So, if you’re shooting land- 
scapes, or copying artwork full of fine 
detail, or photographing tiny medical 
specimens, or insect life, or if you’re 
planning any large dye transfer prints, 
or are selling to publications which may 
enlarge a section of your slide to enor- 
mous proportions, keep this in mind— 
Kodachrome is still tops for sharpness. 

What about the apparent graininess? 
Well, we didn’t notice it in projection, 
but you could see it by examining the 
slide with a powerful magnifier (it also 


turns up in stereo viewers). Apparently, | 


what causes most of the trouble with the 
larger Ektachrome films is lack of 
sharpness—not apparent graininess. 
Certainly there is no apparent graini- 
ness in the reproduction of Joseph 
Siegelman’s much enlarged slide on 
page 44. So, we believe that 35mm Ekta- 
chrome is satisfactory from that angle. 


Find your own processor 


Who will process your 35mm Ekta- 
chrome? Not the Eastman Kodak Co. 
You will have to find an independent 
processor who does first class work, and 
before you find such you are likely to 
find some more who do not do first 
class work. Thus results from shooting 
Ektachrome are likely to be more erratic 
(due to processing flukes) than results 
from Kodachrome. For, if there is any 
more consistent color processing than 
that which Kodak does on Kodachrome, 
we have not yet come across it. 

There you have 35mm Ektachrome, a 
great new color film. We liked it. Use it 
right and it can do good things for you 
too.— JOHN WOLBARST.

first development, reduced color de- 
velopment, or a combination of both, 
will give an apparent effective increase 
in speed by producing transparencies 
that have a more normal over-all density, 
even though the exposure given the film 
was 1 to 14% stops less than recom- 
mended for normal exposure and normal 
processing. A close examination of 
transparencies resulting from “high- 
speed processing” shows, however, that 
the effective speed increase is gained at 
the sacrifice of other qualities. High- 
light detail is poor, the blacks are weak 
in density, color saturation is reduced, 
and the over-all color balance is seldom 
neutral. Manufacturers of color films 
have gone along with such abnormal 
processing procedures only for special 
applications of their films. Therefore, 
35mm Kodachrome film is processed by 
Kodak on the assumption that the film 
has received normal exposure. 


The processing is different 

Now the E-] processing kit for Ekta- 
chrome roll and sheet film calls for a 10 
minutes first developing time at 75F. 
The E-2 processing kit for the new 35min 
Ektachrome film carries the same 
recommendation—10 minutes at 75F. 
But according to tests which we made 
it appears that the first developer in the 
E-2 processing kit is much more potent 
than the first developer of the E-1 kit. 
It has about the same pH of 10.0 (a 
measure of its degree of alkalinity) , but 
our tests indicated that it contains: 

Very much more carbonate (the alka- 
li) and sulfite (a preservative to keep 
the formula stable). 

More metol and hydroquinone (the 
active developing agents). 

Much more thiocyanate (a silver 
halide solvent whose presence in a de- 
veloper for reversal type film tends to 
increase effective film speed). 

A bit less bromide (a restrainer which 
prevents the developer from being too 
energetic). 

Therefore, at the same time and tem- 
perature, the extent of first development 
is much greater for 35mm Ektachrome 
than for the previous Ektachrome. (I 
use the expression “previous Ekta- 
chrome” on the unfounded opinion 
that the current roll and sheet film Ek- 
tachrome soon will be changed to the 
same type material as the new 35mm 
Ektachrome.) A substantial part of 
35mm Ektachrome’s high speed un- 
doubtedly is obtained from the effective 
increase in first development. 


Is the quality affected? 


But now we have other qualities to 
consider. Does the increased first de- 
velopment result in poorer highlight

detail, reduced maximum density 
(weaker blacks), lessened color satura- 
tion, etc.? Controlled tests on 35mm 
Ektachrome, in comparison to Koda- 
chrome, showed that both films have a 
maximum density in excess of 3.0. 
Therefore, the revised processing for the 
new Ektachrome has resulted in no 
sacrifice in the density of deep blacks. 
The same tests showed the highlight 
gradation to be equal to, or better, 
than that of Kodachrome, although the 
whites were not as “clean.” The over-all 
scale of gradation was softer than 
Kodachrome’s, but the color saturation 
for many colors was, if anything, in 
favor of 35mm Ektachrome. With the 
specific emulsion tested, the curve con- 
formity was excellent—that is, the film 
had a neutral balance throughout its 
density scale. 


Are the pictures sharp? 


A comparison of 35mm Ektachrome 
versus Kodachrome in ability to record 
fine detail showed that Kodachrome had 
a slight, but unquestionable, edge. How- 
ever, the 35mm Ektachrome gives very 
much sharper pictures than roll and 
sheet Ektachrome. 

One of the causes for this improve- 
ment in sharpness is that the emulsion 
layers in the new film are only one-half 
the thickness of the emulsion layers in 
the older Ektachrome. Into this thinner 
emulsion has been packed proportion- 
ately greater quantities of silver halide 
than in the older Ektachrome. This 
would have the effect of increasing 
speed. Also, if not controlled, it would 
cause excessive amounts of dye to form 
in the color development. However, the 
color developer contains a color coupler 
which competes with the color couplers 
in the emulsion layers to prevent ex- 
cessive dye formation. 

In apparent graininess, 35mm Ekta- 
chrome is appreciably inferior to Koda- 
chrome. The difference is more notice- 
able under the microscope than in 
projection or printing. So it is not likely 
that photographers will be particularly 
concerned about it, especially since the 
pictures are so much sharper than those 
produced by the older Ektachrome. 

It would appear, then, that the new 
35mm Ektachrome is a result of basic 
emulsion changes combined with proc- 
essing changes required to give optimum 
practical results. In addition to a new 
first developer, the color developer and 
bleach are different, but the processing 
procedure itself is not complicated by 
these changes.—LLOYD E. VARDEN

WHAT IS VISTASCOPE? 
(Continued from page 85) 


In Hollywood, a number of wide- 
screen movies have been made with 
“cylindrical” anamorphic lenses. The 
Vistascope differs from a cylindrical 
anamorphic lens in that it utilizes an 
exclusive prismatic system developed by 
Dr. A. Bouwers of Delft University, 
Holland. Dr. Bouwers, a world-renowned 
physicist, is credited with having cor- 
rected the aberrations of the Schmidt 
astronomical telescope system, and hav- 
ing had an important part in developing 
the X-ray tube as we know it today. In 
the Vistascope, light rays are condensed 
in geometric proportion as they pass 
through the prismatic optical system to 
the film plane. where they are perma- 
nently recorded in this condensed or ana- 
morphic condition. When the film is pro- 
jected, the same lens simply reverses the 
situation. Some of the interesting claims 
made for Dr. Bouwer’s prismatic system 
are that it “has no color errors, pro- 
duces no visible linear distortion, and 
has seven times less aberrations than 
any cylindrical anamorphic lens.” 

So much for the purely technical as- 
pects of the Vistascope system. From 
here on, we'll discuss its operation from 
the movie-maker’s point of view. And to 
avoid repetition of the phrase “anamor- 
phic prismatic optical system,” we’l! call 
it the “Vistascope lens”’—the name it 
has acquired by common usage. 


How Vistascope films are shot 


Vistascope lenses are available in two 
sizes; the 8mm size sells for $75; the 
16mm lens costs $125. The 8mm lens 
weighs 334 ounces as compared with 
11 ounces for the 16mm lens; other than 
for their size, they are exactly alike. 

The Vistascope is attached to any nor- 
mal or telephoto camera lens (and is 
adapiable to some wide-angle lenses) 
by means of filter adapter rings. A 
printed slip which comes with each 
Vistascope tells the size and type of 
filter-ring adapters to use with various 
lenses. First the adapter ring is fitted to 
the mount of the camera lens; then the 
round end of the Vistascope is screwed 
into the adapter ring as far as it will go. 
If the name plate on the Vistascope does 
not appear to be horizontal at this point, 
the lens can be straightened by simply 
loosening and retightening a control 
screw. With some cameras, the hood of 
the Vistascope interferes with the view- 
finder. In this case, the Vistascope is in- 
verted so that the name plate is on the 
bottom. We found it easy to mount the 
Vistascope on a number of different 
camera lenses without using tools. 

A Vistascope viewfinder will soon be 
available as an accessory for about $10. 
All of our tests, and all the Vistascope

films we have seen screened to date, 
were made without the viewfinder. In 
our first test, we inadvertently included 
a light stand in an indoor scene. After 
that we allowed for 25% extra width on 
either side of a scene as it appeared in 
the viewfinder, and had no difficulty. 

With the Vistascope mounted in front 
of either a universal focus, or focusing 
mount camera lens, a scene is photo-

graphed exactly as it would be without 
a Vistascope. The Vistascope itself has 
no focusing or diaphragm adjustment; 
it requires no compensating increase in 
exposure. For test purposes, we tried al- 
lowing one extra stop of exposure (on 
color film) beyond what the meter 
called for in a scene. The result: De- 
tectible over-exposure. 

Your-choice of films, filters, processing, 
etc., are the same for Vistascope movies 
as for those shot with your regular 
lenses. Your shooting technique also re- 
mains the same except for the fact that 
with 50% horizontal increase in the field 
of view you have less inclination to 
“pan” with the camera. 


Vistascope projection 


Each Vistascope lens comes with a set 
of adapter rings to be used in attaching 
it to the projector lens. It is necessary 
to project 8mm film more than 8 feet, 
and 16mm film more than 12 feet; other- 
wise the projector lens cannot be proper- 
ly focused upon the screen with the 
Vistascope attached. Vistascope movies, 
of course, are viewed the same as regu- 
lar movies; i.e., without special glasses. 

Any beaded, silver, or matte-white 
flat surface can be used for projection 
purposes. The size and format of the 
screen is optional. At 11 feet, for exam- 
ple, a l-inch 8mm lens will project an 
image 16 x 22 inches in size; a 2-inch 
16mm lens produces a screen image 
30 x 60 inches in size at a distance of 
18 feet. In short, the ratio of the screen 
image remains constant at 2 to 1 (2 
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units of width to 1 unit of height). 

We spent a great deal of time screen- 
ing Vistascope movies and attending 
screen demonstrations before critical 
movie-club audiences. Wide-screen ama- 
teur movies are impressive. Broadening 
the angle of view from approximately 
21° (the angle of view of a 28mm normal 
lens for 16mm cameras, or a 12144mm 
normal lens for 8mm cameras) to the 
36° of Vistascope takes edvantage of 
the peripheral (corner of the eye) vi- 
sion. This, in turn, definitely makes the 
picture appear more realistic to the 
viewer. Since the anamorphic lens does 
not distort the picture by diminishing 
background objects or caricaturing 
foreground objects, a certain illusion of 
depth is also achieved. As far as we 
could determine, the screen picture is 
sharp to the very edges; in no instance 
was there a detectable fade-off, vignet- 
ting, or edge distortion. 

While the definition is good, it stands 
to reason that it is not quite as crisp as 
it would be if no supplementary attach- 
ment were used. There is also a slight 
decrease in screen brilliancy brought 
about by the increase in horizontal 
screen coverage. 

The illusion of greater depth, the 
wide-screen realism, the feeling that you 
are often practically participating in 
scenes shot with Vistascope—all com- 
bine to produce a psychological effect. 
After watching Vistascope movies, you 
may find yourself viewing normal-width 
movies with a critical dwareness of their 
conventional format and lack of depth.

If a scene is filmed and projected 
with the Vistascope lens in a vertical 
position, the screen image will be tall, 
but undistorted. As far as we are con- 
cerned, this novelty effect is nice to know 
about but of limited usefulness. If you 
project movies made with your regular 
lenses through the Vistascope, the sub- 
jects will be s-t-r-e-t-c-h-e-d horizontally. 
Depending upon the scene and subject 
matter, the distortion can be either 
bizarre or practically unnoticeable. 

Vistascope lenses are manufactured 
by Old Delft, Holland, and are dis- 
tributed in this country by Vistascope 
Corp., 100 Central Park South, New 
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York City. Each lens is thoroughly in- 
spected and tested before it is placed 
on the market. Due to its construction, 
there isn’t very much that can go wrong 
with it unless it is abused or damaged 
by dropping. If anything happens to it 
optically, it should be returned to Vista- 
scope Corp. for expert repairs. 


Versatility plus 


No one actually knows the limits of 
what can be done with Vistascope 
lenses. We do know that the 8mm lens 
can be used for filming wide-screen 
movies on a 16mm camera without vi- 
gnetting, distortion, or any other bad ef- 
fects. You can also project 16mm movies 
through an 8mm Vistascope—the only 
problem being that of holding the 8mm 
lens in place manually for lack of an 
adapter of proper dimensions to attach 
the 8mm Vistascope lens to a 16mm pro- 
jector lens. We also know that the 8mm 
Vistascope lens can be used on a 9.5mm 
Minox camera for making wide-screen 
slides, and that the 16mm Vistascope 
can be used on a 35mm camera, or a 214 
x 214 reflex camera (with an 828 adapter 
back) to produce slides that can be pro- 
jected in wide-screen format. A number 
of slides which were projected, along 
with Vistascope movies, before the Ama- 
teur Movie Society of Bergen County 
(New Jersey), aroused considerable in- 



































terest. Noted as being one of the most 
progressive amateur movie clubs in the 
country, the Amateur Movie Society of 
Bergen County provides a critical test- 
ing ground for manufacturers of cine 
equipment. Bill Messner (Dr. Cinema’s 
“Guest Editor” this month—Ed.) is an 
officer of the club. The following is his 
summary of the consensus of opinion 
among the club members on Vistascope: 
“Judging from what we saw, the 
image sharpness and picture quality was 
satisfactory. The wide-screen effect 
definitely produces a more ‘natural- 
looking’ picture. Compared with other 
wide-screen equipment demonstrated 
before the club, Vistascope was at least 
on a par. It is simple to use and, best of 
all, is much less expensive than the 
other systems we’ve seen.” —THE END.

Technical books aren’t the only 
way to learn photography. Here’s 
a report on some interesting col- 
lections of photographs. 


I’m pleased that a number of the 
letters coming in to this column are 
asking questions about other than 
technical books. Not that I have any 
prejudice against the “how-to” books 
on all levels—they serve an important 
purpose and anyone who takes photog- 
raphy seriously can save himself a lot 
of grief and wasted picture opportuni- 
ties if he has a basic library for his 
particular needs. 

But pictures are more than perfect- 
ly exposed negatives. What is on the 
print is important, not how it was 
made. And one of the ways to learn 
about photography is to look critically 
at what others have done. 

This means looking at the pictures 
in MODERN PHOTOGRAPHY and Life and 
—especially—good collections of 
photographs between book covers. Let 
me immediately add, nowever, that I 
am not advocating the “monkey-see, 
monkey-do” approach of too many 
would-be experts. Here is what I do 
mean about learning from others: 


The intensive coverage 

Harper has recently published The 
World of Albert Schweitzer ($5), a 
collection of photographs by Erica 
Anderson. It is a beautiful book and 
much of the credit for that belongs to 
Barbara Morgan who was picture-edi- 
tor and designer. 

I approached this just a little bit 
skeptically, because I had recently seen 
a magnificent coverage of him by an- 
other photographer. Despite this, I can 
only report that this is one of the best 
photographic books so far. 

Look at it for the lesson of how 
much can be seen, and how deeply, 
when you spend a long time with one 
subject, really understand what is sig- 
nificant about it and, hence, what 
should be presented in your final set of 
prints. One roll of film is not enough 
for even a simple situation. 


The straight and simple 

Or take another object lesson from 
two delightful little juveniles pub- 
lished by Macmillan: Micki, the Baby 
Fox ($2.50) by Astrid Bergman, and 
Elle Kari ($2.25), photos by Anna 
Riwkin-Brick, text by Elly Jannes. 
Both of these are by Swedish photog- 
raphers and nicely printed abroad. 

The work is warm, honest, and com- 
pletely straightforward. If you are in- 
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terested in children, see how one child’s 
life and interests are portrayed here. 
A bit exotic to us, for she is a Lapp, 
but obviously unfaked, un-posed, un- 
prettified. She is a real and lovable 
little human. 

If you like animals, you will be 
astonished at these fox pictures. They 
are as natural and straight as the ones 
of the child in the other book, but the 
photographer must have fox blood in 
her to have gotten what she has. And 
this is no story-book animal, either, 
but a whelp who can have an un- 
abashed appetite for chickens, yet de- 
light any child who sees this book. 


Love and a camera 


The needle-sharp is not the only way 
to present a child and its world, either. 
Nell Dorr has a collection, Mother and 
Child (Harper, $4.50), which pictures 
a domestic world through a gentle 
haze of love. She uses grain, move- 
ment, and images out of critical focus 
for an emotional picture which is yet 
not sentimental. 

Look at this one to see how such 
devices can be employed with meaning, 
not because they are tricks or because 
they might make your pictures stand 
out from those of other camera club 
members. Don’t copy them just be- 
cause they’re different, or you may fall 
flat on your focal plane. A device is 
meaningful when it helps express your 
feelings. Try them out, but remember 
the most important piece of furniture 
in any darkroom is a large, very large, 
wastebasket in a handy spot. 

Look at Nell Dorr’s pictures, too, 
for a quiet half-hour of enjoyment. 
They could have been made a genera- 
tion or more ago; they will be made 
again as long as we value the child 
as an emerging individual rather than 
a unit in a robot-state. 

Learn your tools and your tech- 
niques, thoroughly and instinctively. 
But learn them for a purpose. You can 
say anything you want to say about 
the world with a camera. Books like 
these will make your own life richer 
and give you more to say.—THE END

Why not give your annual club 
dinner a new twist by turning it 
into a social which includes non- 
members. This is one way to 
show outsiders what your club is 
doing and get them to join. 


A good many camera clubs close 
their club season with an annual din- 
ner, usually along in June, complete 
with speeches, and awarding of prizes. 
A big deal generally. So it is not too 
early right now to be making plans for 
this yearly shindig if your club has one 
coming up. 

After this mild, innocent introduc- 
tion, I am now going to toss in some 
radical, tradition-smashing sugges- 
tions. I am about to remark that the 
average annual dinner, and I’ve seen 
a lot of them, always seems to me, 
while pleasant enough, rather futile 
and actually not worth the cost to the 
club. Come on now, just tell me, what 
does it get you to sit around listening 
to speeches you’ve heard before, 
watching awards you know all about? 
I say it comes under the head of talk- 
ing to yourself. 


Invite that shy outsider 


So what should you do, instead? I 
think you should get the public in on 
it. Have every member bring along two 
camera fans who are not camera club 
members. Let these denizens of the 
outer darkness get a load of what the 
club has done during the year. Show 
them those prints and slides that won 
the prizes. Hang up on the walls of the 
room the runners-up, the pix that rated 
high in monthly competitions. Better 
yet, if you can get the members to do 
it, have each guy, along with his Grade 
A work, hang a horrible print of a shot 
he made before he joined the club. In 
other words, make your annual party 
do a selling job for your club and get 
some new members. Every club always 
needs them, as you well know. 


Food and finances 


Now wait a minute. I can hear the 
treasurer screaming his head off. He 
is yowling that it would cost too much, 
that it is hard enough now, at the 
present rate for restaurant dinners, to 
get the members to ante up the price 
of two tickets, one for the member 
and one for the Missus. Do I think he is 
also going to come across cheerfully

with the dough for two more tickets 
for guests—undeserving creatures 
who perhaps won’t join the camera 
club anyway? 

I know, I know. But who said you 
have to have a dinner, with soup and 
olives and creamed chicken and ice 
cream and the works? Why not have 
something simpler? Start the doings 
at about 8 p.m., and around 10 o’clock 
serve some light refreshments. After 
all, it is the sociability of camera club 
social affairs that counts, not the 
menu. I'll bet more members would 
turn up for simpler, less expensive 
affairs than for the typical annual din- 
ner. Naturally you can always count 
on the winners of those cups, ribbons 
and plaques to be there. But what ev- 
ery club wants is to see the majority 
of the members come around for the 
final hoop-te-do. 


Is your club up-to-date? 


‘This idea of mine for changing the 
nature of annual dinners, and getting 
more of the uninitiated into the audi- 
ence, is just part of a general feeling I 
have that camera clubs at present have 
a tendency toward stagnation. The 
meetings I attend are no different 
than they were 15 years ago. People 
with longer club experience say there 
hasn’t been much change for 25 years. 

Now, chopping and changing just for 
the heck of it may not be a sound idea. 
But are shutterbugs today identical 
in interests and habits with those of 
25 years ago? I doubt it. There surely 
has been no waning of interest in 
photography. At a rough guess, I'd 
say there are at least 10 times, maybe 
20 times, as many people romping 
around with a camera today as there 
were 25 years ago. But I doubt if there 
are 10 or 20 times as many camera 
clubs. Can it be it’s “time for a 
change” in camera clubs? 

I think so. I know these millions of 
characters with cameras would profit 
by camera club membership. We are a 
gregarious people, also gabby, boon- 
doggling, energetic. And not so dumb 
that we want to invest a lot of money 
in cameras and equipment and keep 
coming up with no-good pictures. Yet 
that is what millions of our fellow- 
citizens are doing. 


Try some of these ideas 


Camera clubs, get going. Broaden 
your social activities to include a big- 
ger section of the public. Issue invita- 
tions through your local newspapers, 
your churches, fraternal organizations. 
Use lassos if you actually have to. But 
get hold of those wild-eyed makers of 
awful photographs somehow, and gen- 
tly instruct them. Make them have a 
good time while they learn. 

You might even have a contest for 
the best pictures by non-members, with 
really attractive prizes. How about 
contests with prizes for the beginners 
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PHOTOGRAPHER

Accent fun and learning 


The trend now is for a camera club 
to become a swaggering-place for a 
few top performers. And that’s the 
trouble with that annual club dinner. 
It is merely an occasion for a handful 
of camera fans to tell each other how 
good they are. It doesn’t say to the 
shutterbug public, “Look at all the fun 
we have, and how much we learn from 
each other. What are you doing, mud- 
dling away all by yourself? Come on 
in with us. Money? Fellow, the way 
you throw money around on wasted 
film, just because nobody wises you 
up! It’s awful.” 

You know your town better than I 
do. Maybe instead of a wind-up party 
in a restaurant or a hotel you’d get 
hold of more non-member guests by 
having a picnic or a field trip. It could 
be that outsiders think a formal party 
is awfully formal—they’d have to dress 
up. Of course, I never did hear of a 
camera club that had an annual dinner 
with the members in evening clothes. 
But perhaps those outsiders imagine 
it’s as serious as all that. Some of them 
do get the darnedest ideas about cam- 
era Clubs and their activities. 


Keep after non-members 


To sum it all up, I sure would hate to 
see that swell institution, the camera 
club, go the way of miniature golf on 
account,of remaining too stick-in-the- 
mud. And I wish I knew some way of 
getting inside the heads of non-mem- 
bers of camera clubs to find out why 
they are the way they are. I don’t be- 
lieve their alibis, that they don’t have 
time, that they already belong to too 
many organizations, that their wives 
get mad at them because they go out 
so many evenings. People have time to 
do the things they want to do. 

If we could discover whether these 
poor barbarians fear too stiff competi- 
tion, too high dues, high-hatting by ex- 
perts, or what the heck is bothering 
them, then we’d know whether the 
camera clubs should cut out contests, 
hold meetings Saturday or Sunday 
afternoons, have more social sessions 
and fewer technical lectures, or what. 
Something should be done pretty soon, 
and I’d welcome ideas either from club 
members or from the above-mentioned 
barbarians.—THE END

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What's Ahead? 





by LLOYD E. VARDEN 


What’s going to happen in pho- 
tography in the next 20 years? 

Progress in a practical field like pho- 
tography comes from three sources. 
One of these depends upon fundamen- 
tal discoveries made in science, which 
are not readily predictable. Another 
depends upon the success of techno- 
logical experiments in developing 
known principles into practical sys- 
tems or improved materials. The third 
source comes from the innate ability of 
inventors to conceive unique combina- 
tions of known principles for useful 
purposes. In the next twenty years we 
shall witness tremendous progress in 
all three of these categories, assuming 
that what has occurred in the past 
twenty years is a logical index for the 
future. 


Much can happen in twenty years 


It is difficult to realize that in 1934 


the highest speed films—in terms of 
today’s A.S.A. speed rating method— 
fell in the 24 group. Photoelectric ex- 
posure meters had a top Weston speed 
value of 64 to allow for the future, far 
short of what proved to be necessary, 
but yet few people at the time believed 
that a film of such speed would ever be 
achieved. There was no Kodachrome, 
Ansco Color, or similar color film. The 
Polaroid-Land camera was not even 
imagined. Articles were still appearing 
in professional and amateur magazines 
on the use of flash powder. Many more 
examples could be given to bear out the 
fact that much can happen in two 
decades. 


Future sensitized materials 


I believe that twenty years from now 
we shall still be dependent upon silver 
compounds for the majority of pho- 
tography. However, the inroads already 
made by electrostatic (Xerographic), 
electronic and other non-silver image 
recording methods indicate that in 
many applications, conventional pho- 
tographic procedures will be forced 
into the background. 

One of the first questions that is 
asked when future progress in photog- 
raphy is discussed is, ““How much fast- 
er will films be?” Films will be effec- 
tively faster than today’s upper stand- 
ards, both black-and-white and color. 
I predict that B&W films of A.S.A. 
1200, which is not even close to the 
theoretical limit, will be commonplace, 
and certain special-purpose films will 
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have speeds of A.S.A. 5000 or more. 
Color reversible films will probably 
reach speeds of A.S.A. 64, and color 
negative films A.S.A. 125, both for day- 
light. Along with these considerable 
speed increases other characteristics 
like graininess and sharpness wil! be 
improved. And color films in addition 
will be able to record a wider range of 
colors with better hue and saturation 
fidelity than is possible with present 
color films. 

Advances in manufacturing technol- 
ogy will lead to simplified materials 
and even lower costs. Double-coated 
B&W films and multilayer color films 
will be nearly obsolete in twenty years. 
Single layer materials, especially color 
materials, will be processed by less 
complex methods, and they will toler- 
ate wider variations in solution tem- 
perature, agitation, etc., than the rela- 
tively narrow limits of today. 

Reversible color materials will be 
used less and will be secondary to color 
negative films incorporating automatic 
color correction. Color printing papers 
will be available to photographers and 
photofinishers for printing from color 
negatives directly. This will change 
the whole picture of photographic 
practice. Most portraits, snapshots and 
even routine commercial photographs 
will be in color. B&W prints from col- 
or negatives may still be necessary for 
archival record purposes, but nearly 
all original camera shooting will be 
done on color negative film. 

Land and his associates at the Po- 
laroid Corporation will develop a one- 
step process producing a color print 
in a minute or so. And if this is not 
done by Polaroid, then Gevaert or some 
other firm will do it. - 

New types of film base material will 
largely replace cellulose acetate and 
other cellulose derivatives. Du Pont’s 
“Dacron” type base will no doubt be 
the first, but this is not the only pos- 
sibility. Others will follow, all of which 
have improved strength, greater 
scratch resistance and better dimen- 
sional] stability than the familiar film 
bases of 1954. These new base materi- 
als will be less subject to curl and may 
make it possible to eliminate the cus- 
tomary non-curl gelatin back-coating 
now required on most films. The anti- 
halation layer will be placed immedi- 
ately under the emulsion layer—where 
it should be—and will consist of inert, 
non-diffusing materials that decolorize 
or dissolve out in special solutions dur- 
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ing processing of the film. 

Gelatin will be replaced by synthetic 
resins in emulsion manufacture, al- 
though for high-speed camera films 
additions of gelatin may be required to 
obtain adequate sensitivity. 


New kinds of papers 


Photographic papers, too, are des- 
tined to be vastly different from to- 
day’s papers. Highlights in paper 
prints will have greatly improved bril- 
liance, either by use of highly efficient 
fluorescent compounds contained in 
the paper baryta layer or by a physical 
structure that allows a thin air space 
to exist between the emulsion and pa- 


per base. The paper fibers will be treat- | 


ed to resist water and solution absorp- 
tion. This, in combination with brief 
rinsing in special solutions will reduce 
washing time of paper prints to only a 
few minutes. Paper emulsions will be 
studied via newly developed electron 
microscopes so that the developed sil- 
ver image—or silver plus something 
else—will have greater light absorp- 
tion to produce blacks almost unheard 
of today. Thus, the reproduction scale 
will be greatly extended. 
Multi-contrast papers will come ful- 
ly to the front and cause individual pa- 
per contrast grades to be a thing for 


writers in 1975 to discuss in terms of | 


history. Multi-contrast papers based 
on principles entirely different from 
those used at present will be introduced. 
These will not require red light dark- 
room conditions and exposures through 
color filters. Further knowledge of 
what happens when light strikes an 
emulsion (latent image formation, re- 
ciprocity law failure, etc.) will make 
such papers possible. 


Equipment 

Camera equipment will take strides 
in two main directions. Cameras will 
be produced with greater and greater 
precision without particular cost in- 
creases through developments in man- 


ufacturing techniques, and they will be | 


made more simple to operate. For ex- 
ample, loading of a 1975 camera will 








consist of nothing more than inserting | 


a film cartridge and pressing a button 
for automatic threading of the film 
through the camera. Exposure will be 


determined automatically by photo- | 
electric means. A photocell of consider- | 


ably higher efficiency than those at 
present will generate sufficient elec- 
trical power to adjust the lens dia- 


phragm according to the light condi- | 
tions. Small atomic batteries and very | 


tiny motors may be tied in with the 
photocell to make such a feature more 
foolproof. 

Pressure plates in cameras will be 
retractable and made of permanent 
magnetic material. A removable iron 
compound on the base side of the film 
will be attracted by the magnetic pres- 


sure plate to hold the film perfectly flat | 


in the focal plane. 
Lenses of exceptional sharpness will 
be designed by use of aspheric elements 
(Continued on page 120)

and new types of optical media. Lenses 
will also be designed which take into 
consideration the characteristics of 
film materials so that a maximum of 
information can be recorded by the 
particular lens-film combination. Lens- 
es and films may be “typed” such that 
any Type 1 lens and Type 1 film, for 
example, when used together will be 
known to give optimum results in de- 
tail rendering. 

Flash equipment will continue to fol- 
low present trends in being made 
smaller and smaller, but with increased 
light output. Atomic batteries and new 
types of capacitor will make it pos- 
sible to reduce electronic flash power 
packs to vest pocket size. They may 
even be made a part of the camera, as 
an accessory or built-in. 


Better darkroom equipment 


Darkroom equipment will be made 
more automatic and built primarily for 
professional and commercial applica- 
tions. For example, enlargers will be 
made auto-focus by electronic means, 
and not by cams or mechanical link- 
ages. They will have built-in image 
scanning devices that determine image 
contrast and exposure time automatic- 
ally. For multi-contrast papers an elec- 
tronic computer will instantly set the 
exposure conditions for properly print- 
ing any given negative. 

For making direct color paper prints 
from color negatives, automatic elec- 
tronic color analyzers will be an integ- 
ral part of the printing equipment. For 





amateur color negatives dealers will 
have table model color scanners which 
show the image as a positive on a col- 
or television type screen. Thus, the 
customer can decide on the spot wheth- 
er a given negative is worthy of print- 
ing or not. 


Final remarks 


Everything that I have predicted so 
far is well within the realm of possibili- 
ty because in nearly every instance 
some progress has been made as of 
today. There still remains the great 
achievements in photography that will 
arise from the unpredictable discov- 
eries in pure science. Progress has a 
way of spiraling, since one fundamen- 
tal discovery can lead to thousands of 
advances through its applications. For 
example, if a fundamental law were 
discovered that explains exactly what 
happens in any photochemical reaction 
under any conditions, the materials 
that we now work with in photography 
would become as antiquated as the 
daguerreotype plate. Therefore, pho- 
tography twenty years from now can 
either be the product of steady, rather 
predictable progress or it can be so 
radically different that it will bear no 
logical historical relationship with pho- 
tographic practice today. It will be 
fun to see what really happens.

accessory which magnifies the range- 
finder image. The Rangescope has a rub- 
ber eye-piece for comfort when sighting. 
The Rangefinder and Rangelite can be 
installed on some older Graphics, but 
the cost has not yet been determined. 
Price, on the 1955 model, is $32.95. 
Cam and viewfinder for each lens, $1.05; 
Rangescope, $2.95. 





Access to cam is above bellows just in- 
side camera.

16mm TRI-X IS MAGIC! 
(Continued from page 86) 


off on an optical printer. Making a final 
fine-grain positive print involves balanc- 
ing the light in the optical printer so 
that each scene automatically receives 
the right exposure. It’s a pretty exact- 
ing job and the cost of the balanced 
light projection print will be at least 4c 
a foot (silent film). If for some reason 
you don’t want to risk damaging your 
original negative, you can have a dupe 
negative made for editing purposes. 
This, in turn, can be used in producing 
a fine-grain positive print as described 
above—for more cash, of course! 

It seems completely pointless to me 
to use Tri-X film when light conditions 
are such that an ordinary negative or 
reversal film would do. The time to call 
upon the magic of Tri-X is when other 
types of film simply can’t fill the bill. 

On an amateur basis, I often use 
Tri-X indoors when I’m either too “in- 
disposed” to set up lights, or when I 
want to film scenes that would lose their 
candid quality if the subjects were 
flooded with light. A few months ago, 
for example, I filmed the family gather- 
ing around the Christmas tree by the 
available window light in the living 
room. Although it was a dull, overcast 
day, the shadow detail on Tri-X film was 
beautiful; needless to say, with any 
other film in the camera, I’d simply have 
been exercising my shutter finger. 

On a semi-pro basis, I often use Tri-X 
to shoot the kind of documentary pic- 
tures you see on TV newscasts. In a 
dimly lighted police station, a midnight 
bus depot, or a shadowy sidestreet, 
Tri-X produces good quality pictures of 
scenes I would formerly have passed up 
as “impossible” for lack of light. 

How fast is Tri-X? That question will 
invariably start an argument wherever 
cinematographers collect to talk shop. 





Eastman Kodak Company recommends 
a basic exposure index of 250 day- 
light, 200 tungsten. (This doesn’t mean 
that Tri-X movie film is faster than 
Tri-X still camera film. It is simply cus- 
tomary to place a lower safety factor 
on movie film than on film intended for 
still camera use.) . 

In actual practice, movie makers are 
using exposure indexes for Tri-X that 
far exceed the 200-250 figures. I gener- 
ally shoot at about ASA 350 tungsten, 
and 400 daylight (Norwood meter). 
Several news photographers I know 
have gone up to an ex>osure index of 
600 tungsten—with usable results. 

The type of developer and the pro- 
cessing time and temperature have a lot 
to do with the flexibility of Tri-X movie 
film. Most of the labs I have contacted 
use D-76 as their standard developer. If 
you want to have some fun, try making 
a series of short tests at different ASA 
indexes, and develop the film yourself. 
A couple of feet of film wound around 
a dowel (emulsion side out) can be de- 
veloped at a time in a quart jar filled 
with D-76. Process it exactly as you 
would still camera film—developer, 
shortstop, hypo, wash, etc. Vary your de- 
veloping time from a minimum of 8 min- 
utes up to 20 minu:es or more. Whatever 
the results, I think you'll agree with me 
on one point—as a special-purpose film, 
l6mm Tri-X is more ‘than “unusual.” 
It’s phenomenal.—THE END.

Information supplied by the manu- 
facturer indicates that the Fujinon lens 
was not designed and made overnight. 
During World War II, the Japanese in- 
dustry was unable to make 50mm 
lenses for 35mm photography faster 
than £/1.5 because of the quality of the 
glass they were able to produce. 


First research 


In 1950, the five leading optical com- 
panies in Japan formed a joint com- 
mittee to start research in the develop- 
ment of new optical glasses. By 1953, 
the Fuji Optical Division had produced 


ten different, high refractive index 


| glasses capable of bending light further 


with less distortion than any glass they 
had made previously. One of the most 
promising contained vast amounts of 
rare earth, some of which, unfortunate- 
ly, turned out to be radioactive. During 
long exposures with a camera, the 
radioactivity actually affected the emul- 
sion of the film. New optical glasses of 
non-radioactive material were found. 
Fuji succeeded in raising the refractive 
index even further.

Fujinon has eight elements, six made 
of the newly-made rare earth glasses. 








The designing of the Fujinon f/1.2 
lens was done in 1953. Actual grinding 
of test lenses began in the same year. 
Originally, Fuji reports, the lens con- 
sisted of nine elements. At present, it 
has eight, six made from the new glass. 
First production models were placed on 


sale in Japanese markets in November, | 


1954.
